touching. The motive power used is an 
electric motor devised by Kdisou. 
The phonograms wili be sold ¡11 the 
shape of sm all cylinders one and a quarter 
inches in diam eter and from one to four 
inches in length. 
The one-inch phono­ 
grams will contain 200 words, or what is 
considered quite sufficient for an ordinary 
business letter. They will cost 15 cents a 
dozen, full size. The phonograms four 
inches in length will contain from 800 to 
1,000 words, according to the rate of speed 
of the speaker, and will cost about 30 cents 
per dozen.

W a s h in g to n , November 18th .—[Special.] 
The Secretary of the Interior has affirmed 
the decision of the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, declaring that the 
local land officers at Sacramento bad prop­ 
erly declined to consider as an adverse 
claim the protest of the New York Gold 
H ill Mining Company against the applica­ 
tion of the Rocky Bur Gold Mining Com­ 
pany for a patent to the Rocky Bar Quartz 
Mine, in the Sacramento Land District. 
The Secretary has affirmed the decision 
of the Commissioner in the case of Saun­ 
ders vs. Tuck, involving Tuck's entry of 
land in the Stcckton Land District. This 
cancels Tuck’s entry. 
H e also affirmed the decision in the case 
of Robi t Coffee vs. the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road. 
The land involved is the southeast 
quarter of section 21 township 3 north, 
range , cast, Siocktun Land District, and 
having been patented to the road, the De­ 
partm ent has now no longer any jurisdic­ 
tion over it.

W a s h in g to n . November 18th.—Joseph 
Chamberlain, of the British Fisheries Com­ 
mission, gave an audience this evening to 
about twenty newspaper men. Chamber­ 
lain was understood to say at one point 
that the purpose of the Commission was to 
muke an entirely new treaty, the existing 
treaty having proved unsatisfactory, but 
upon further inquiry—especially as to 
whether an interpretation of the existing 
treaty might not be found which would 
meet the views of both sides—he became 
non-committal, beyond the point of adm it­ 
ting that such might be the possible o u t­ 
come of the conference. 
He thought it unlikely that the subject of 
a commercial union with Canada would 
come before the Commission in any way. 
There was scarcely a shadow of doubt that 
any arrangement agreed to by the British 
Commissioners would be held binding by 
their Government. 


A CALL ON SECRETARY BAYARD. 


W a s h in g t o n , November I8th.—Joseph 
Chamberlain, Sir Charles Tupper and Sir 
Lionel West, constituting the British Fish­ 
eries Commission, called at the Department 
of State to-day, where Minister West in ­ 
troduced his fellow-Commissioners to Sec­ 
retary Bayard. The conversation was not 
of a formal nature, and in the absence of 
Messrs. Putnam and Angelí, no effort was 
made to fix a day for the first conference of 
the Commission.

W a s h in g t o n . November 18ih.—The an­ 
nual report o f Second Assistant Postmaster- 
General Knott shows that the total cost for 
the year was $29 806.508. In the star serv­ 
ice there was an increase of 615 routes, and 
a decrease in cost of $252,647. In the mail 
and passenger service there was an increase 
of 163 routes, and a decrease of $5,311 in 
the cost. In the railroad service there was 
an increase o f 7,015 miles in length of 
routes, and an increase in cost of $654,500. 
The continuation of the appropriation for 
special m ail facilities on fast lines to the 
South and West is recommended. The 
total am ount of estimates submitted to 
meet the requirements of the office of the 
Second Assistant Postmaster-General for 
the fiscal year 1888-89 is $31,635,065. 


THE LETTER-CARRIER SYSTEM. 
W a s h in g t o n , November 18th.—The an­ 
nual report of Superintendent Bates, of the 
free delivery system, shows the num ber of 
free delivery offices to be 189; num ber of 
carriers employed, 5.310; cost of service 
the last fiscal year, $4,618,692, an increase 
of $300,386 over the previous year. D ur­ 
ing the year the carriers delivered and col­ 
lected 2,234,564.656 pieces.

They refused 
a t first, but Monday night two of them 
were taken out and tarred and feathered, 
and the next night two others were chased 
into the woods bv hounds and kept in the 
trees all night. The elders left next day 
ami the converts are now missing also, 
leaving six forsaken homes. It the elders 
ever return they will be shot on sight.

In the old phonograph the chief deficiencies 
were in the impossibility of making an ad­ 
equate impression upon the tinfoil or wax 
sheet to receive the marks of the needle 
point carried by the vibrating diaphragm. 
It was necessary to shout against the dia­ 
phragm. and even then the resulting sounds 
were mostly caricatures of the original. 
At yesterday’s test the phonograph dis­ 
tinctly read off a page from ” Ijicboias 
Nickleby.” whistled ” Yankee Doodle,” 
and sang “ H ail Columbia.” In the forjuer 
test 345 words per m inute were talked iivt0 i 
it, and they were successfully recorded.

T im R u le r s o f G tr m a n j a n d R u ssia M eet 
in B e r lin . 
B e r lin , November 18th.—The Czar of 
Russia arrived in Berlin this morning. 
The preparations to receive him were in 
keeping with his rank. Prince William, or 
Prussia, went to W ittenberg early this 
morning to join the train bearing the Rus­ 
sian Imperial family. On the arrival of 
the Imperial train, at 10:4U a . m., the Czar 
passed in front oí the guard ol honor at 
the depot, being accompanied by Prince 
W ill am and General Von Moltke. Em ­ 
peror W illiam started for ttie Russian E m ­ 
bassy at 11 o’clock. The Czar and Czarina 
were driven to the Embassy. The Czar, 
with Prince W illiam of Prussia, occupied 
an open carriage, drawn hv four horses. 
The Czarina and Princess W illiam followed 
in closed carriages. 
The Emperor was dressed in a Russian 
uniform and wore emblems of Russian 
orders. AU the Princes who were at the 
depot followed the Czar to the Embassy. 
After the three flags of the Alexandrian 
regiment were delivered to the Czar, the 
guard of honor marched past the building 
at 11, before both Emperors, who stood to­ 
gether at a window. 
The Emperor remained at the Embassy 
for an hour, and then returned to the 
Palace. He was warmly cheered by the 
people. At half-past 11 the Czar, accom­ 
panied by General Von Werder. returned 
the Emperor's visit. 
After -the 
Emperor had entered the 
Palace on his return from the Embassy, he 
appeared at his favoiite window and was 
again wildly cheered by the crowds. The 
Czar’s children 
remained on the train 
which brought the family from Copen­ 
hagen. 
The Czar's visit to the I’aiace lasted half 
an hour. H e returned to the Embassy and 
afterward paid a visit to the Princesses 
staying in Berlin. 
Prince Bismarck visited the Czar at the 
Embassy at 4 o'clock, and afterward re­ 
ceived General Teherevin, the Czar’s aide- 
de camp. 
TWO EXCITING EVENTS. 
B e r l i n , November ISth.—As the Czar 
and Prince William were driving through 
the Koenigsplatz a man threw a paper 
into the carriage in which they were rid­ 
ing. The occurrence for a moment caused 
intense excitement among the onlookers. 
The Czar took the paper and, without open­ 
ing it, placed it under his cloak. The man 
who threw it is a stranger in Berlin. 
He 
was immediately seized by the police. 
Later, while the Imperial party were 
passim: through the U nter den Linden, a 
young man tried to throw a petition into 
the Czar’s carriage. H e was arrested. 


AT THE STATE BANQUET 
This evening ninety-eight covers were laid. 
Prince Bismarck and his wife and Count 
Herbert Bismarck were present, together 
with many diplomats. 
The Czar and 
Czarina sat on either side of Emperor 
W illiam, while 
Prince 
Bismarck was 
placed first below the royalties. During 
the dinner Emperor W illiam arose, and 
lifting his glass proposed, in a few words, 
the health of the Czar, the whole company 
standing. 
OFF FOE RUSSIA. 
The Czar and party left Berlin for St. 
Petersburg at 9:30 this evening.

the Court-room. Just outside of the Court­ 
room door two long and yellow-haired A n­ 
archists grasped Most's hands as he passed. 
He gave each of their hands a cordial 
squeeze, and smiled reassuringly at them. 
Among the Court-room audience was 
Mrs. Ida Hoffman of East Seventh street, 
wiio offered yesterday to furnish Most’s 
bail. She owns property worth $20,000, 
but both she and her husband say that they 
are Anarchists. She was asked in the 
Court-room if she also believed in bomb- 
throwine, and then saffi : “ I think it would 
be better to get along without doing so, but 
if it becomes necessary I believe in using 
any means to gain our rights. 
If we are 
persecuted, we will turn ."and then if wc 
must use dynamite, so much the worse for 
our oppressors. I do not attend many An­ 
archist meetings, but I believe iu anareny, 
and always shall.” 
When Most was asked to plead he made 
no response, and his counsel answered for 
him. He was kept in the Court-room 
about ten mioutes, and was then hand­ 
cuffed to another prisoner and taken to the 


Tombs. There he was thoroughly searched 
and his pedigree taken. He said he was 
forty-three years old, was a German, a 
Protestant and single. 


B A S E B A L L R U L E S.

N e w Y o r k , November 18th.—The Base­ 
ball Conference Committee finished their 
work at 3:25 o’clock this afternoon, and five 
minutes later the League Committee made 
their report to the Convention. The dis­ 
cussion that followed was short. The mod­ 
ified contract, as agreed upon by the com­ 
mittee, was adopted. Some ot the most 
important sections are as follows : 
Section 6 provides as a punishm ent for 
drunkenness $25 for the first offense, $50 
for the second, $100 for the third and sus­ 
pension for the rem ainder of the season for 
the fourth ; that he may be suspended for 
gambling, insubordination, or other dis­ 
honorable or disreputable acts. 
Section 8 provides that in case the player 
becomes ill from natural causes, the ciub 
may deduct the am ount of salary which he 
would have earned during his absence from 
duty on such account, but that if the player 
meets with an accident iu the performance 
of his duty, and be incapacitated, his wages 
shall be paid as if he were performing 
service, but the club reserves the right, un­ 
der such circumstances, to release the in­ 
jured player. Such release, however, to 
be absolute and without prejudice. 
Section 10 permits the club, as punish­ 
m ent for insubordination or any violation 
of contract, to withhold from the player's 
wages not to exceed $50 for each offense. 
Section 14, in case of a violation of the 
terms of contract, empowers the club— 
on reasonable notice—to terminate the con­ 
tract and stop pay, and it forfeits ail claim 
to pay on the part of the expelled player. 
Section 15, in case of a violation of con­ 
tract by the clnb, empowers the player to 
term inate bis agreement on reasonable 
notice; and. in case the club shall cease to 
oe a member of the League, it is pro­ 
vided 
that 
the 
players 
shall, 
if the right of reservation be transferred 
to any other club or association, receive 
from said other club or association at least 
the same am ount of salary as herein pre­ 
scribed. Otherwise said right of reserva­ 
tions shall forthwith cease. 
Section 16 provides that the player shall 
pay the club $30 for his uniform, and that 
the ciub shall pay the player’s traveling 
expenses and board when away from home. 
Section 17 empowers the club to termi­ 
nate the coutract at will, upon ten days’ 
notice, the player to receive pay for the 
ten days, in case he is not in fault. 
Section 18. It is further understood and 
agreed that employers shall have the right 
to “reserve” a player for the season next 
ensuing the term mentioned in the con­ 
tract, and said right, or privilege, is hereby 
accorded 
said 
employer 
upon 
the 
following conditions : 
First—That 
said 
player 
shall not 
be 
reserved 
at 
a 
salary 
less 
than 
that 
mentioned 
in this contract, 
except by consent of 
said players. 
Second—that the player, if 
he be reserved by said employer for the 
next ensuing season, shall be one of not 
more than fourteen players then under 
contract; that is, that the right, or reserva­ 
tion, shall be limited to that num ber of 
players, and no more. 
Section 20 fixes the wages to be paid. 
This contract is the one drawn up and 
presented by the Brotherhood, with but 
slight changes in the phraseology.

The steamer Arizona ieit here night before 
last for Portage l.ake, but thirty miles up 
was forced back by a howling nor'wester 
and a terrible sea. 
Wlien a few miles off 
Marquette, about 1 a . m„ a carboy of acid 
among those stowed between decks broke 
loose, and was broken bv the rolling aud 
pitching of the vessel. 
It was filled with 
mixed acid used in making nitro-glycerine, 
and the space between decks was imme­ 
diately filled with the acid’s stilling fumes. 
Soon these penetrated every nook and cor­ 
ner of the ship, und shortly it was discov­ 
ered that the vessel was on fire. The Cap­ 
tain encouraged his crew tohaugon asloug 
as possible, ail being almost suffocated. 
The men in the lire-holds piled fuel into 
the furnaces, heaping it up until they had 
to rush for the deck, gasping for air.' The 
engineer stood by his post until he, too. 
found it more than flesh and blood could 
stand. Then he pulled the throttle wide 
open and rushed to the upper dtek for his 
life. 
THE BATTLE FOE LIFE. 
Here gathered the twenty-three men 
maiming the Arizona. 
A boat was made 
ready on the windward side and where the 
sickening fumes were the least dense. 
A 
blinding snow storm was driving across the 
lake at this time, and stung like needles. 
On went the steamer, with not a mau be­ 
low decks, and with two men at the wheel. 
Meanwhile the fire below decks spread 
rapidly, the closely battened gangways and 
hatches imprisoning it and no flames being 
seen, but the presence of the volcano 
beneath was manifest from the dense clouds 
of yellow sulphurous smoke from the acids 
and the thick clouds from the burning 
petroleum, 900 barrels of which were on 
board. 
The breakwater at this place was finally 
made and the steamer swept into the har­ 
bor at a tremendous speeu, the crew ex­ 
pecting every moment to be blown up. 
They knew that should one barrel of oil 
explode every m an 011 board would perish, 
and they hung to the sides of the pitching 
vessel, expecting each moment to be their 
last.

great excitement prevailed all over the 
city, and the Fire Department was called 
out. Streams were poured on the burning 
vessel, but the oil had by this time caught 
afire, and all efforts to check the flames 
were vaiu. Singularly enough, not one 
barrel exploded. The loss will be about 
$200,000.

Claus Spreckels has addressed a letter to 
the Marysville Appeal in reply to a request 
of its editor that Mr. Spreckels deliver a 
lecture in Marysville, and in which h e 
says: 
My belief is that the culture of sugar 
beets by the farmers of California will 
prove a very profitable branch of agricult­ 
ural industries. 
This is demonstrated bv 
its success in Europe where the farmers are 
ail in independent circumstances and own 
an interest in the mills to which they sell 
their beets. This is the condition of affairs 
that 1 should like to see in California, and 
1 think that the farmers and residents of a 
district should subscribe liberally toward 
the erection of their mill. 
The cost ol a mill or factory will be $300,­ 
000, and it wili consume 350 tons of beets 
every twenty-four hours. There should be 
not less than 2,000 acres of land planted in 
beets for each mill each year. 
A site of from thirty to forty acres is) 
required for the operation of each mill, to 
enable the quick unloading of a iatge num ­ 
ber of wagons, erection of machinery 
buildings, etc. 
The site for the factory 
should be located as near as possible to a 
railroad or to your best water communica­ 
tion with San Francisco. Close to the 
mill there should be plenty of water, 
wood (over sixty cords required every 
twenty-tour hours) and limestone. From 
the annexed tables you will see the 
quantity of beets that should be raised 
from an acre of ground, according to tlie 
productiveness of the soil, and the dis­ 
tance apart of the rows, and the beets in 
each row. 
I estimate the lowest value of 
the beets at $i per ton and upwards accord­ 
ing to the quantity ot sugar contained in 
the beets. This will be determined by the 
analysis, a few beets being anulyzedfrom 
each load, so as to form the basis upon 
w hi eh that load is paid for. The farmers 
will also secure their portion of the tops 
and pulp of the beets, which is invaluable 
as feed for stock. 
After the first mill is erected and has been 
in operation for one season I shall be per- 
1 fectly willing to show the books to any­ 
body, that they may see the cost, expenses 
and profits, hoping thereby to influence the 
farmers to take stock in their mills. 
About the middle of next month I shall 
receive 25 tons of the beet Beed from Ger­ 
many, and about 10,000 pounds of this will 
be reserved for free distribution among 
farmers. The beets grown from this seed 
and the soil in which they are grown 
should be sent to me for analysis. 
I think that from.the tables appended, 
which show the estimated production of an 
acre planted in beets, basing their value 
at $4 per ton, farmers will easily be able to 
ascertain whether sugar-beet culture is 
likely to be more profitable than growing 
wheat crops.

T e a c h e r s ’ I n s t itu t e s a n d S c h o o ls. 
Ira G. H oitt, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, has returned from a week’s 
trip to Southern California. Daring his 
absence lie has visited the Teachers’ Insti­ 
tute of Kern county, the Normal School, 
the 
High 
and 
Grammar 
Schools, 
and the Oi plians' Home and the Orphans 
Asylum at Los Angeles. These all receive 
support from the State. 
Mr. H oitt expressed himself as well 
pleased with the work done in the Normal 
School, and in the Training School con­ 
nected with it. 
H e says the Orphan 
Asylums at Los Angeles are well managed, 
the children well-cared for and seem to be 
happy. 
The High and other schools 
which he visited were also doing good 
work under the superintendence of Mr. 
Freiesner, notwithstanding there is a great 
lack of accommodations for the children 
of the rapidily inci easing population of that 
section. The pressure is overcome to some 
extent by allowing the pupils in 68 classes 
to attend school from 8:30 to 12:30 in 
the forenoon, and another class of pupils, 
and another set of teachers, to take their 
places from 1 to 4:30 in the afternoon. The 
city has recently voted by a large majority 
to issue $150,000 in bonds with which to 
raise money for the erection of additional 
school buildings. Mr. Hoitt also expressed 
him self as pleased with the work being 
done by Superintendent H arrell and the 
teachers of Kern county. The County 
Board of Education has adopted a full 
course of study, and graded all the schools 
of the county, and expect next year to show 
more systematic results. 
Next week Superintendent H oitt will at­ 
tend the Institutes iu Merced and San Joa­ 
quin counties. 
He seems to be devoting 
his time assiduously to ascertain the con­ 
dition of the schools of the State, and if 
possible to do something to improve them. 
Among the items of interest gleaned at 
the Kern County Teachers’ Institute was 
that the State text-books are being used 
1 here, and the teachers all speak warmly in 
their favor.

Citrus fruits are ripening everywhere 
throughout the Sacramento valley and the 
adjacent foothills. They are already quite 
plentiful in the local markets, and large 
shipments are being made to Southern Cal­ 
ifornia and points outside of the State. The

known in Woodland has just retained from 
a trip to W inters and vicinity, and brings 
information of rare interest to all. 
He 
states that last week fine ripe oranges were 
picked from trees on the Wolfskill ranch, 
near W inters, and shipped to Los Angeles 
parties who had purchased them . 
Of 
course, the parties have only one object in 
purchasing these oranges, and that is to 
make the Eastern people believe they are 
raised in Los Angeles, and impress upon 
their deluded minds the false fact that Los 
Angeles raises the earliest fruit. They can 
do the north irreparable damage in this 
way. The Eastern people are compelled to 
believe their own eyes, and when nice, 
fresh oranges are shown them and several 
suave lies are told them they are ready to 
swear that Southern California is the best 
land 011 earth and polar bears are frisking 
about in Yoio county. Our Los Angeles 
brethren are sharp. 'T hey know how to 
work the booming scheme; thev know 
how to delude the Easterner. They have a 
much harder task than the resident in 
Northern California.

Board, had w ritten a letter to Governor 
Ross calling attention to certain depart­ 
ures from the original plan in constructing 
the dome by the new Board, and the dan­ 
gers arising therefrom.

seems the Capitol Commissioners became 
dubious of the effect of the tremendous 
weight of the dome.

S a lin a s , November 18th.—Claus Spreck­ 
els, of San Francisco, addressed au im ­ 
mense assemblage of people in Central 
H all last evening on the advisability of 
turning a portion of the land into beet 
culture, and the establishment of a beet 
sugar factory in this city. Mayor W. J. 
Hill presided over the meeting, composed 
of farmers, stockmen, land-owners, business 
men and ladies. Mr. Spreckels gave the 
result of his most careful study of the beet- 
sugar industry in this country, as well as in 
Germany, France, Belgium and other E u­ 
ropean countries. 
After driving around the valley, Mr. 
Spreckels expressed his opinion that Sa­ 
linas valley is capable of producing annu­ 
ally 20,000 tons of sugar, worth $1,000,000, 
and offered to invest $150,000 as half the 
required am ount to form a joint stock com­ 
pany to erect and operate a factory. 
He 
predicts that we shall soon see the day 
when California will produce sugar enough 
to supply the whole United States. This 
subject has been a topic of live conversa­ 
tion here for some time, and from the in­ 
terest manifested it seems as if Salinas val­ 
ley will soon be devoted almost exclusively 
to the culture of sugar-beets.

F rancisco, November 18th.—[Spe­ 
c ia l]—A plot am oDg contractors 011 the 
New City Hall, by which the city was to 
be defrauded out of some $20,000, was ex­ 
posed at the meeting of the City Hall 
Commissioners this morning. 
Last week 
bids were received for work on the I.arkin- 
street wing, consisting chiefly ol carpenter­ 
ing and plastering. 
There were five bid­ 
ders—McGowan & Butler, Healey & Moore- 
house, John McCann, Chas. C. Terrili and 
Albert W ashburn. 
The bids of the last 
four ran from SSI,755 to $86,500, while that 
of McGowan & Butler, was $08,400. 
The 
figures apparently showed collusion, and 
suspicion was aroused, as the Commission­ 
ers knew the work could be done profitably 
for $60,000. 
Since then the Mayor and Auditor have 
been considering the matter, but the whole 
thing came to light to-day. in consequence 
of a quarrel among the bidders themselves. 
At a meeting of the Commissioners to-day, 
Thomas H. Butler, one of the bidders, ex­ 
ploded a bombshell by telling the whole 
inside workings of the scheme to squeeze 
$20,000 out of the city by collusion among 
the bidder. H e implicates M. J. Kelley 
and H . B. Hoadlv in the affair, which has 
been the sensation of the day. 
An investigation will probably follow by 
the New City Hall Commission. There is 
a great sensation among contractors to-day 
over the affair, as it is rnmored that the 
conspiracy will be brought to the attention 
of the Grand Jury, and if it is established 
that there has been a conspiracy to defraud 
the city, some of the contractors may be 
indicted.

MEXICAN UFE. 


HOW IT APPEARS VIEWED KROX

Y a u t e p b c ( M ex.), N ovem ber 7,1887. 
The best visiting land in the world is 
Mexico—now so easily accessible, and 
still so quaintly picturesque. 
U nfortu­ 
nately, hcwever, for the tourist, its pris­ 
tine quaintness diminishes in kIkkjI the 
ratio that the ease with which it may lie 
visited is increased—for im itative people 
take on the customs and costumes of for­ 
eigners with surprising quickness. Scarcely 
five years ago no town in Mexico would 
have looked out of place in Greece, Pales­ 
tine, Syria or E g y p t; and there are yet a 
few places, remote from the usual lines of 
travel, unspoiled by the “ tricks and man­ 
ners” of Americans. One of these is Yau- 
tepec, awav down in the State of Morelos 
—a little city of 0,000 souls, midway lie- 
tween Cuantía and Cuernavaca, and about 
ninety miles southeast fr.m the City of 
Mexico. 
Hereabouts the country remains 
precisely the same as in centuries pas! ; 
one hears no word spoken but the Spanish 
language, and no foreign element has come 
in to introduce foreign ideas and arouse the 
people from their siestas. 
This most conservative and sleepy little 
burg is famous for its orchards, orange 
groves and sugar refineries. 
It is delight­ 
fully situated—surrounded on all sides by 
cloud-capped bights—but being 500 feet 
lower than the Capital, its climate is much 
warmer. 


AT TH E KAILWAY STATION, 
N ot only in Yautepee, but everywhere in 
Mexico, three distinct classes of people arc 
to be seen besides the passengers and em­ 
ployes, v iz : peddlers, loungers and beg­ 
gars. 
Home of the peddlers are as gladly 
welcomed by us as they welcome the wan­ 
dering Americano with his ready purse, for 
they bring the most tempting fruits, in­ 
cluding fresh figs, pineapples, strawberries, 
mangoes, and many other varieties pecu­ 
liar to Mexico which we have learned to 
like, but whose names no N ortherner can 
ever learn to pronounce—all at prices ab­ 
surdly low. 
These peddlers bring you 
ranes of native woods, beautiful ores from 
the mines of far (Jueretaro, [lottery in 
quaintest designs, ornam ental baskets of 
all shapes and sizes, and edibles of every 
sort, from tamales to cold roast ducks. 
The loungers, too, we can tolerate, 
though they watch us with the eyes of 
hawks and are ready to steal whatever 
they can lay hands on—for their dress and 
language is always an interesting study. 
Some of the men seem as much too heavily 
as others are too scantily clad. 
The ran­ 
chero in comfortable circumstances inva­ 
riably wears dark woolen clothing, even 
on hottest days, his garments weighted 
with silver coins and buttons, and laden 
with embroidery in gold or silver—the 
whole topped by a wide-spreading, much- 
bedecked sombrero which weighs many 
pounds. 
In the coldest days and the highest alti­ 
tudes tiie hare-footed [icons appear in the 
airiest of white cotton habiliainents, with 
no other protection from wind and weather 
than the woolen blanket, in which he 
swaddles his neck and head, leaving the 
lower extrem ities hare. 
The lower classes, 
who are not too poor to purchase or too 
lazy to make them, wear 


HU A RA C H ES, OH SANDALS, 
W hich consist merely of a heavy sole of 
ox-hide much larger than the wearer's 
foot, held on by leathern thongs. 
B ut the professional beggars, with their 
tilth and rags, their sores and diseases, are 
altogether disgusting, and m erit no tolera­ 
tion for their unlimited “ cheek.” 
None 
of them are in the least troubled with 
tim idity in making known their wants, 
hut the instant the train stops, young and 
old, male and female, spring forward with 
astonishing alacrity, however ill or crip­ 
pled they may desire to appear. 
Thev 
surround you with outstretched hands, or 
daw s—they seize your garments and cling 
to you with looks of supplication, m urm ur­ 
ing par Dios—“ for God’s sake,” with as 
much patiios as they can muster. 
At the Jonacatepea station, where the 
train stops half an hour, I observed a tall, 
gaunt female beggar who wore, fastened to 
the front of her gown, the dilapidated re­ 
mains of an old, broad-brimmed straw hat, 
which was supposed to have belong to her 
husband, and by that token all beholders 
were expected to believe her a mourning 
widow. 
She made her tour among the 
passengers, with an expression upon her 
dirty (ace of the deepest woe I ever saw 
depicted on the hum in countenance. 
A 
few moments later 1 happened to notice 
her again, she was sitting in trium ph on 
the platform at tlie farther end of the 
station, the lugubrious expression which 
had drawn forth our quarters all gone 
from her countenance, and in its stead one 
of tranquil contentment, as she smoked 
a cigarette and chatted gayly with her 
gossiping companions. 
A t whatever railway station one stops 
in Mexico, whether for breakfast, dinner, 
luncheon or supper, the first question asked 
by the waiter is, “ How will you have 
your e g g s cooked ? ” 
Eggs are a staple 
article of food here, and the hardest- 
worked class in the country are the hens. 
For a person who is contemplating a trip 
to Mexico, it is a good plan to purchase a 
‘"Manual of Conversation” in Spanish, and 
learn a few of the usual questions and 
answers. 
I assure you it will be a great 
help, and you cannot go far amiss in the 
pronunciation if you remember to apply 
the same rules as in Latin. 
Let us take 


A LOOK FROM MY BALCONY. 
A t old Yautepee. Though in the month 
of November, there nr - no signs of “ wail­ 
ing winds and naked woods,” for the mel­ 
ancholy days come never in this lan.i of 
sunshine. 
Now that the rainv season is 
over, the country is at its best "and green­ 
est. 
The roses are simply gorgeous, straw- 
•berries and oranges are ripening together, 
and the soft air is odorous with tropic 
fruits and flowers. 
T hat charming little plaza in the center 
of the town, with its rustling palms and 
broad-leaved bananas, and its pansy-bor­ 
dered walks hedged hv giant rose-trees, 
which are trained to over-arch and em- 
1 >ower the winding pathways, is the most 
typical bit of Spanish reality 1 have found 
in Mexico. 
Especially at night, when the 
surrounding shops arc lighted, and men 
and women saunter about smoking the uni­ 
versal cigarette, and the sweetest music on 
earth—th a t of mandolin and guitar—fills 
the fragrant air beneath a yellow southern 
moon, one can readily fancy him self in old 
Granada, or among the vine-clad hillsof 
the Guadalquiver. 
But oh, kow startling are tire contrasts 
Music and ¡moonlight, murmuring fount­ 
ains and love-lit eyes are not all of life in 
this dreamy country. 
Take just oue 
everyday example: 
The Mexican women, 
living as fond of pets as are the gentle sis­ 
terhood in other parts of the world, many 
of them choose, .not eats or parrots or pugs, 
but pigs, for ihe-recipients of their caresses! 
It is quite common here to meet a woman 
leading by a string a pig that is black as 
black can be, with which she appears to 
be on charming terms; and long after the 
beast has ow ed to deserve his juvenile 
tu le he liter*Ilv shares her bed and 1-oard. 
W hile in the city of Guanajuato I was 
one day in the largest end finest store on 
th e principal street, engaged in the hope­ 
less task of trying to match shades-for 
everybody appears to he color-blind in 
Mexico 
when suddenly a great commo­ 
tion arose, and tire noise of hurrying feet 
threw purchasers into a panic under the 
belief that a revolution had broken out. 
The obsequious clerk dropped the hoz of 
wools he had been holding for mv inspec­ 
tion, and vaulted over the counter' without 
even an excuse me.” 


t h r f .e m a m m o t h h o g s , 
Pursued by policemen, had sought shelter 
from the street, and were now darting 
frZnticaLv h .ti r and thither, seeking to 
hide under fnecdiy petticoats. 
As may 
be imagined, a lively tim e ensued before 


policemen and proprietors came off victori­ 
ous, and the intruders were ejected. 
Speaking of policemen, they have to I 
work very hard in Mexico, and their pay I 
is seldom more than six dollars per month. 
In most Mexican cities the street lamps 
are suspended over the center of the 
streets on a wire strung across from build­ 
ing to building. 
Among his numerous 
other duties the policeman must enrry a 
long ladder and clean, fil,, light and after­ 
wards extinguish all the lamps on his 
beat.

Observe how gingerly he holds his gold­ 
headed whip, and how the nig diamond 
sparkles in the end of it. 
See his pearl- 
inlaid revolvers protruding from the sasli 
of crimson silk which his short, black 
jacket imperfectly conceals. 
H is panta­ 
loons, tight as two candle-molds, are decor­ 
ated with double rows of genuine half­ 
dollars up the outside seams, set on so 
closely as to overlap and braided togethei 
with gold cord. 
The pointed toes of his 
tiny shoes arc thrust into silver stirrups of 
enormous size, and from his heels dangle 
silver spurs that, ten to one, outweigh his 
feet. 
His great sombrero of white felt has 
a gold cable, large as your thumb, wound 
around and around it, and its broad, thick 
brim hears also a heavy arabesque of gold. 
His horse is so perfectly trained that the 
rider never uses 
the rein, but bends 
slightly to the right or left to indicate his 
wish. 
The mozo, or groom, who rides behind at 
respectful distance, forms an admirable 
foil to the gorgeousness of his master, 
whom he constantly eyes with an air of 
excessive pride and dignity, as one who 
says, “ There lie goes—just look at him !

llis hacienda covers a thousand square 
miles, and th at w hite sombrero cost a hun­ 
dred dollars if it cost a cent.” 
The mozo is a good deal more soberly 
dressed than the dude he follows, though 
his sombrero Is equally broad, and the 
coins on his breeches are múdeos (sir-cent 
pieces) instead ®f half-dollars. 
Besides 
the dagger and brace of pistols which he 
s[K>rts tu his cotton sash, a broad, savage- 
looking sword, called a mediate, is stuck in 
the saddle sheath. 
This warlike rig, 
though scarcely needed now, is a survival 
of the time when personal defense was a 
m atter of daily necessity. 
The elaborate dressing of the upper 
classes makes the simple undressing of the 
lower strata of society more apparent by 
contrast. The street below our balcony is 
full of peons, who are as ignorant, squalid 
and superstitious as they are guileless and 
warm-hearted. 
Most of them wear a 
shawl of some sort—the masculine shawl 
being called a zarape, and the feminine a 
rebaso. 
Many of the women have a piece 
of black paper pasted on either temple, 
which looks like the label of a spool of 
cotton. Should you ask one ol' them what 
it is for, she would reply, “ For the head­ 
ache, senor; were it not for that prevent­ 
ive I should perisli of dolar dc cabcsa.” 
Speaking of dress, reminds me th at the 
Legislature of Jalisco—one of the largest 
Mexican States, with an area of more than 
a hundred thousand square kilometers— 
has solemnly passed a law, which went into 
effect on the 1st day of last October, com­ 
pelling all the Indians above a certain age 
to [nit on regular breeches. 
Hereafter 
every male biped in that State who may 
Is? captured without those useful append­ 
ages, or clad only in the old-time tunic, 
drawers and blanket, will he arrested and 
fined forthw ith; and, as it Is safe to con­ 
clude that this class of citizens have no 
money, he will be set to work on “ public 
improvements,” under guard, until the fine 
re ¡laid and enough pcaosearnedtopurchasc 
the garments prescribed by law.

The madstone has been talked and 
written about for generations. 
It has been 
pooh-poohed by scientists and discredited 
by al 1 the balanceof the world who are prone 
to deny to popular superstition the slightest 
foundation in reason. 
Yet tlie fact remains 
that such stones exist in localities of the 
south, says the Memphis Avalanche, and 
are devoutedly trusted as a panacea for the 
bite of rabid animals, by people who have 
seen them applied. 
If seeing justifies be­ 
lieving, the ruralists who pin their faith 
to madstoius are entitled to something 
better than ridicule. 
Of course it is wrong 
for _ them to care more for curing the 
patient than for seientitie results, hut the 
persons most interested will doubtless ex­ 
cuse them , if the doctors do not. 
During 
the war, when medicines were not to be 
had, the Southern whites were compelled 
to bear witness to the efficacy of m.ire 
than one simple remedy used by tlie 
slaves. 
A day or two ago Mr. B. L. Milam, an 
old and respected citizen of Waterford, 
Miss., exhibited a madstone which has a 
history. 
It was brought to Alabama from 
China in 1810, by Dr. W illiam Barker, 
who used it w ith success for several vears. 
At his death it was sent to Jarvis Milam. 
Milam moved to Mississippi in 1835, and 
took the stone with him. 
H e died in 
1849, and left the stone to his son. 
The 
present proprietor has used it in 1,280 
eases, for bites of rabid dogs, cows and 
horses, besides spider and snake bites, and 
lie asserts that it did not fail to effect a 
cure in a single instance, when applied 
before paroxysms had set in. 
The stone is porous, of a light cream 
color, one and one-quarter inches in diam­ 
eter, and weighs one ounce. 
It has been 
broken in five places and is mended with 
silver bands. 
W hen a person is bitten the 
wound is carefully washed with warm 
water, a mop being used to guard against 
danger to the operator from infected blood 
or pus. 
The stone is then hound tightly 
upon the affected part, and left there from 
two to fifteen hours, according to tire fresh 
ness of the liitc— the older it is the longer 
the time necessary. 
W hen removed it is 
found to have absorbed a quantity of blood 
or pus from the wound. 
It is then washed 
clean in warm water and dried before a lire 
or stove. 
Mr. Milam has been otfered $5, 
000 for his treasure, hut refuses to sell. 
He gets a good revenue from it, charging 
those patients who are able to pay, hut its 
virtues are more frequently called into 
play to save the lives ot unfortunates who 
have nothing to give in return. 
It is to 
Mr. Milam’s credit that these are never 
refused, and that he values the stone most 
for the good it does to suffering humanity. 
He is greatly troubled lest at his death his 
children should divide it up and thus de­ 
stroy its virtue.

B u t t e r F u x g i.— Members of the M i­ 
croscopical Hociety of Calcutta have found 
that Calcutta butter always teems with m i­ 
croscopic organisms when made as is cus­ 
tomary, and these distinguish it from fresh 
butter churned directly from rich cream. 
The milk of Bengal is mostly too poor to 
yield Luttcr by the process elsewhere in 
vogue, and it is therefore boiled and put 
aside to “ set,” a small piece of buttei or a 
teaspoonful of butterm ilk being added to it. 
In from six to twelve hours a white acid 
mass is formed, which is mixed with wa­ 
ter, and churned until the butter separates. 
The organisms seem to 
he introducal 
partly bv tlie water and partly by tire stale 
butter or butterm ilk added to the boiled 
milk.

W hite Bengalese with

w hite velvet, with hat aud plumes to cor­ 
respond, is another popular costume for a 
grouji of bridesmaids. 
A less expensive 
toilet, also appropriate for wedding occa­ 
sions, is one of plain white faille, with a 
very long drapery of white lace sewed to 
the edge of an intricately arranged but 
very short overdress made of the silk. 
The lace on 
and forms 
hack drapery. 
The sleeves to the bodice 
are elbow length, and tire front is cut in 
zonave fashion over a waistcoat of lace, 
fastened w ith small Iihinc-stone buttons, 
witli belt-cla«p at tire waist of silver in 
filigree set w ith the same stones.

Large seal pearls 
form the flower petals and buds, and tlie 
grasses and foliage are formed of opales­ 
cent pearls. 
The whole front of the dress 
forms a wondrous and artistic piece of col­ 
orless shading from dead white to creamy 
pearl, most beautiful to see. 
Tlie latest in the way of millinery od­ 
dities is a bonnet of “ [linked ” leather, 
much resembling those of last year, made 
of emliroideral kid or chamois skin. The 
new hat covers m ight hail from the sad­ 
dlers’ shops, but that they arc most of 
them decoratai with pompons, feathers 
and the like. 
The color of the leather is 
terra cotta. 
A few of the bonnets brought 
from over the sea by returned sojourners 
in Paris the past season are appropriately 
trimmed with delicately pinked laee in 
various designs, and the only charm about 
these is that which consistency imparts. 
Leather lace will certainly not meet with 
the favor that ficelle or pack-thread lace 
did. 
It is neither as coarse or as unpli- 
able, however, as one might imagine, and 
it has been used abroad combined with 
plush, lace or velvet for trim m ing fancy 
articles and also for dress garnitures. 
A 
leather bonnet, cn suite w ith a costume of 
terra cotta, braided in black and draped 
with absinthe green cloth, had the brim 
covered or “ thatched” with alternate rows 
of terra cotta, black and green leather, laid 
one above another, their pink edges lap­ 
ping above tlie points of each hand. 
F’or evcniug wear at home are pretty 
H enrietta cloths in light shades, tlie text­ 
ure as stiff as silk and beautifully fine. 
There is great variety in tlie formation of 
the dainty gowns made of these fabrics, 
some being finished in simple tailor fash­ 
ion, with plain skirt, braided across the 
front, and a glove-fitting bodice—its only 
ornament being a braid collar and vest. 
Others have beaded epaulets and collar. 
Imported toilets in colored H enrietta cloth 
show skirts of striped velvet, made per­ 
fectly plain. 
Above this is a long French 
polonaise of the cloth, shaped to perfec­ 
tion, and elegantly draped, the jahoted 
arrangement at each side in the back 
showing glimpses of the striped velvet with 
which it is faced. 
Golden-brown terra­ 
cotta or moss-green velvet stripes are more 
used than any other color. 
Moire I-Van­ 
ea ¡se skirts are also seen with these toilets, 
and in this case the back of the Princesse 
[lolonaise is finished with an immense 
Louis Quinze sash drapery of wide moire 
ribbon four and a quarter vards long, and 
tied in long loops and ends which cover 
the entire back of the skirt. 
During the present season pelerines of 
fur, plush or velvet are sufficiently warm 
for the promenade, over walking-d’resses of 
cloth. 
All the newest of these, worn bv 
the best-dressed women, fit as snug as pos­ 
sible, and are devoid of the high or even 
slightly fulled shoulder, effects which are 
wholly out of date. 
Home of the new pele­ 
rines have long panel fronts, a style certain 
to obtain fashionable favor in many varie­ 
ties of the season’s visites and other short 
wraps, tlie style proving becoming to manv 
figures for which the plain round cape is 
unsuitable. 
The new plaids hear hut little resem­ 
blance to the .Scotch plaids of other sea­ 
sons, many ot these being only fine lines of 
plush or velvet, which cross each other at 
different angles, and often are mixed witli 
a slender gold thread.

Hootch plaids are seen in woolen stuffs the 
colors are closely blended and indistinct, 
and the plaidal fabric is used for the skirt 
and waistcoat, the upper skirt and bodice 
being of plain m aterial.

of the extra fine goods which come in 
boxes are as silky of textnre as H enrietta 
cloth, and have several vards of comhina- 
turn material in brilliant Oriental designs, 
and also show rich braidal effects in Sou­ 
tache, and [latterns in arabesque that re­ 
semble costly ornamentation in applique 
■ work. 
The Oriental patterns are mostly 
used for elaborate lioase robes and tea 
gowns. 
F pon chic and charm ing F’rencli dresses 
designed for young ladies’ wear are half­ 
waistcoats of striped velvet, starting from 
the collar and fitting smoothly in the 
opening of a cutaway jacket ’ or nattv 
basque bodice; the edges of this jaunty 
coat finished with revers of plain velvet 
lined with satin and decoratai half their 
graduated length with large buttons of 
hammered bronze or silver. 
Dark Russia green, terracotta and golden 
brown appear to he the prevailing colors 
just now for promenade costumes. 
Broad­ 
cloth is a fabric par excellence for these 
suiL«. and in most cases there is a coat to 
match, stylishly braided and bordered with 
a narrow hand of silk Astrakhan. 
Handsomely colored arabesque leaf de­ 
signs, flowers and fruits, heraldrie figures 
and geometrical patterns are now exhibited 
in new dress and coat garnitures of silk 
cord, flat gimp, heading, tine galloons, and 
metallic cords. 
These trimmings are dis­ 
played on the fronts of waistcoats, the 
front aud back of bodices, the edges of 
panels and the entire fronts of the skirt, to 
the alge of the tunic drapery. 
The long-haired 
raven-back 
monkey 
skin for mufls and Van Dyke collars will 
be in high favor this winter. 
\ enetian green and new terra cotta are 
combined in broadcloth tailor gowns fresh 
from Paris. 
I ¡oops and streamers of expensive satin 
ribbons fall from the backs of the crowns 
of I¡ondon-made round hats of the wide- 
brimmed picturesque style. 
New fiehu gilets are made to wear be­ 
neath the pretty velvet Russian jackets, 
formed of a yoke of crepe lisse heavily em- 
broideral in silk. 
To this yoke is shirred 
a length of plain crepe lisse, that is brought • 
down to the belt and shirred again, finish- ¡ 
ing with a jaboted piece of the emliroideral 
lisse, which falls several inches below the 
waist. 
Galloons and passementerie bamfe of 
every sort are now very largely used on 
bodices in place of the surplus folds so 
fashionable for two seasons past.

P r o t e c t in g l 'r u i t fro m I n s e r t I V ‘ I«. 
At a recent horticultural meeting in 
Illinois, A. C. Ilamm ond, Secretary of the 
State H orticultural Society, said, concern­ 
ing saving liis apple crop from the work 
of insect pests: 
_ “ I have been making some experiments 
in the orchard this season, one of which 
has been exceedingly interesting as well 
as profitable. 
A year ago I determined to 
experiment with arsenical poisons, hut the 
bloom was so light that I hesitated to in­ 
cur the expense, but concluded to trust 
one orchard at least. 
1 therefore ordered 
a l¡ewis combination force-pump and a 
quantity of London purple. 
I took the 
heads out of two fifty-gallon barrels, aud 
after boring a large hole in each of them— 
in which I kept a stick for stirring the 
m ixture—1 put them in for floats. 
I then 
placed the barrels in a wagon and filled 
them as nearly full of water as practi­ 
cable—say about forty gallons in each. 
A 
pound of London purple was thoroughly 
mixed in a pail of water and divided be­ 
tween tlie two liorrels and stirred until 
the poison was well m ixal with the water. 
1 found that two men were needed for the 
work—one to drive and keep tire pail or 
tub in which the pump worked filled, the 
other to use the pump. Tlie driver was 
directed to drive very slowly along one 
side of the row and, back on the other, and 
tlie man with the pump, which throws a 
fine spray fifteen or twenty feet high, to use 
great caution and see that every part of 
the tree was reached and so thoroughly 
wet th at the water would drip from the 
leaves. 
“The first spraying was done the 1st and 
2d of J une, when the apples were about as 
large as a half-grown cherry, hut I think 
it should have lieen done a week earlier, 
just after tlie blossoms had dropped. 
The 
second application was made ten days 
later. 
“From these sprayed trees—about three 
hundred in number—I gathered this sea­ 
son five hundred bushels of apples, f;om til) 
to 75 per cent, of which are perfect, and 85 
per cent, marketable, while from the same 
number of trees in adjoining orchards I 
did not gather a [icck of perfect fruit. 
This result was astounding to me, lint as 
there is not another orchard in the county 
that has produced so much perfect fruit 
this season, 1 have concluded that the 
London purple save the fruit. 
Two years 
ago this particular orchard ivas seeded to 
clover, and this season it was neither cut 
nor pastured. 
The mulch thus formal 
was of great benefit during the protracted 
drought. 
“The pump cost ?•> and I estimate the 
cost of spraying at 3 cents per tree. 
Ncptt 
season I shall use a pound of London pur­ 
ple to 120 gallons of water.” 


TAPBSTBT PAINTING. 


H ow to T reat C anned G oods. 
It cannot be too widely known or care 
fully remembered by users of tlie above 
that t hey are cooked goods. 
They are not 
put up in vessels from which they are to 
he eaten when convenient to consumers, 
hut are only packed in tins in order to pre 
serve them. 
No canned goods are guaran­ 
teed to keep fresh and remain sound for 
any number of days after being openab 
W hen opened, the contents of the tin 
should he immediately turned out and 
eaten as soon as possible. 
If the foot! must 
he kept at all, cover it up and keep in a 
cool place—always, however, turn out of 
the original tin. 
The liquor round lob­ 
sters, salmon and all vegetables, excepting 
tomatoes, it is desirable to strain off and 
throw aivav. 
Lobsters and prawns are im­ 
proved by being turned out into a sieve 
and rinsed witli clean cold water. 
Never 
on any account add vinegar, sauce or any 
kind of condiment to tinned foods while 
they are in the tins, and never leave such 
m ixtures to remain an hour or two, if from 
forgetfulness it is done. 
All tinned goods are put up as fresh as it 
is possihle to he, hut unless corned or.salta), 
will not keep turned out, as freshly-cooked 
goods will, and certainly not longer, as 
many thoughtlessly suppose or expect tliev 
will. 
Sardines, if preserved in good oil, 
and if of good quality, will he an excep­ 
tion—as long as the oil is good the fish 
can be kept in tlie tins. 
But seven days is 
long enough to trust these before eating. 
Consumers should not buy larger packages 
of canned goods than they can consume 
quickly; if they should, most of tlie fish 
and meats can he [lotted after recooking, 
sauces and seasoning being used. 
If the 
nose and eyes are properly used it is as im­ 
possible to partake of an unsound tin of 
canned food of any kind as to partake of 
had meat, fish or vegetables from a shop.— 
London Grocer s Chronicle. 


T he R ic lit o f Sanctuary. 
Sanctuary was a place of refuge and of 
safety for offenders of various kinds. 
All 
churches and church yards were, down to 
the time of H enry V III., invested with 
this protective power. 
The possible stay 
in sanctuary of any fugitive was strictly 
limited to forty days, at tire expiration of 
which time he was bound toquit the (B rit­ 
ish) realm by the nearest port assigned him 
by the Coroner to whom he had reported 
tlie circumstances of his case. 
During his 
journey to the seacoast for the purpose of 
carrying out this 
self-banishment, the 
claimant of sanctuary privileges was guar­ 
anteed im m unity from molestation as lie 
journeyed on, cross in hand. 
By Henry 
\ II.’s time tins custom of sanctuary was 
very much abused, having become the 
means of shielding criminals of all kinds 
from justice, and at his request Pope In­ 
nocent V III. made three important altera­ 
tions in it. 
First, th at if a man, while 
enjoying the privileges of sanctuari, should 
take advantage of his position to commit 
some further offense against the laws of his 
country, he should at once and forever for­ 
feit the benefit of sanctuary. 
Second, that 
the benefit of sanctuary should he strictly 
limited to a man’s personal safety, and iii 
no degree apply to the protection of his 
private property. 
Third, that 
where 
treason was the motive for seeking sanctu­ 
ary, the K ing might have the offender 
specially taken care of. 
Until the twenty- 
first year of Jam es I. the custom still 
obtained and criminals continued to seek 
refuge in the places to which the privilege 
of sanctuary was attached. 
At that time, 
however, a statute was passed abolishing 
sanctuary privileges altogether. 
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Sulphur for 
J a ck R aliblts. 
In some [«irtions of Fresno county the 
jack rabbits have proven a serious pest dur­ 
ing the last season, and the damage done 
to newly-planted vineyards and orchards 
outside the more densely settlal localities 
has, in some instances, bo?n a source of 
discouragement to the planters. 
AVe have 
heard of one planter who defeated the 
army of jacks and saval his tender vines 
and trees. 
Edward Roach, of W ashington 
colony, lives near the outskirts, and feel­ 
ing that it would be a hopeless undertak­ 
ing to try and kill all the rabbits that 
were swarming in from the uncultivated 
plains, he conclmlal to make his vines un­ 
palatable to the hungry but fastidious 
rabbits. 
He then procnral twentv-five 
pounds of sulphur and fifty cents worth of 
asafretida, dissolved both in water and 
sprinkial the m ixture on tlie foliagz of his 
newly-planted ten-acre vineyard. 
Tlie re­ 
sult was all that could he desiral. 
No a 
leaf of that vineyard was nibbled after the 
snlphur and asafcetida treatm ent. 
This 
simple receipt may he the means of saving 
many hundreds of dollars to planters of 
new orchards and vineyards. 
Its cheap­ 
ness makes its general use practicable.— 
Fresno Republican.

Among the occupations in which the 
amateur will find profit and pleasure is 
tapestry painting. 
Tire work is easily and 
rapidly done, and is useful for such a va­ 
riety of purposes that it must commend 
itself to every one undertaking decorative 
or artistic work of any sort. 
This art orig­ 
inated in Paris, and was first publielv 
shown 1 SGI, since which time it has gained 
immense popularity for the decoration of 
im portant buildings, ami is already in fre­ 
quent use in private houses both in this 
country and in Europe. 
It is designed as 
an imitation of the wonderful loom tapes­ 
tries, and when well done can hardly he 
distinguished from them, nor can the fine 
loom tapestries easily he distinguished 
from fine paintings. 
It is almost im|iossi- 
ble to believe, when looking at some of 
the famous loom-ivrought tapestries, that 
threads cf various colors and shades of 
color could be brought into such a harm o­ 
nious whole by anything short of the ma­ 
gician’s art. 
Tapestry painting must not be con­ 
founded with the so-called “ dye painting” 
on burlaps or canvas, which does not in the 
least resemble tapestry. 
The latter is 
painted with diluted oil colors, and is on 
tlie surface of the fabric only, which is 
often clogged with paint and is always 
more or less btiffened by the action of the 
oil and paint. 
Tapestry painting, on the 
contrary, leaves the fabric as flexible as it 
was before it had been painted upon at all, 
and the weave as clearly distinct, because 
the colore used are really dies, which sink 
into the material and become a part of it. 
'1 he canvas is woven in im itation of the 
celebrated Golielin tapestry, and is of va­ 
rious degrees of fineness, according to tlie 
style of work required. 
It is made of pure 
linen, is very firm, pliant and durable, 
'lh e finer repped grades arc pure white, 
and are used for delicate subjects. 
The 
coarser make- are ecru, and are suitable 
for draperies, and so forth, where fine 
work is not desired. 
Besides these is a 
woolen tapestry canvas, which is used for 
upholstery. It somewhat resembles woolen 
rep, and where omsiderahle space is to he 
left banc of ornamentation is chosen in 
preference to the linen canvas. 
A series of articles by Emma Haywood 
in the A rt Amateur gives the process of 
tapestry painting in detail, and is here pre­ 
sented in condensed form for such of tlie 
readers as may wish to try their hands at 
the work. 
The proper French dyes are 
sold in liquid state in bottles, and consist 
ot thirty-six colors, which are named after 
tlie artists’ colors they represent, although 
they are not really derived from tlie same 
sources, and do not really answer the same 
purposes. The beginning will not hv any 
means require the whole set. 
The ¡istóf 
colore likely to he useful at first is as fol­ 
lows: Two chrome-vellows, light mid me­ 
dium ; gold yellow, cadmium, l ’rtissian 
blue, cobalt, spring-time green, emerald 
green, brown red, raw sienna, raw umber, 
Italian earth, Cassel earth, pink madder, 
vermilion, neutral tint and llesh tint. 
The brushes used arc the stiftj short- 
bristled hog-hair brushes sometimes used 
in oil painting. 
Ten or a dozen of these 
will he needed, of various shapes and sizes, 
some round ones for scrubbing in flat surf­ 
aces; others pointed and chisel-shaped. 
The worker is warned against accepting 
any colors except those of genuine FYeneh 
make, hearing tlie foreign label. 
The im i­ 
tations are all opaque and entirely unlike 
the F’rench dyes, which are always clear. 
The canvas, too, must he genuine tapestry 
canvas, and not the twilled or duck-ivoveii 
stuff that Ls sometimes sold under the 
name of tapestry. 
To return to the outfit. 
Several small 
cups or glasses for mixing and diluting the 
tints will he needed. 
The medium for 
this purpose aimes in the form of crystals, 
and is prepared by dissolving a small 
quantity in warm water. 
The medium 
fixes 
the 
colors 
and 
preserves 
their 
strength. 
W ith these materials, which 
need not he expensive, tlie beginner may 
proceed with some assurance to choose a 
design. 
I’oliage is recommended for a first 
effort, but this may lie utilized in some 
w ay; there is no reason why the beginner 
may not do tolerable work. 
The writer 
recommends a chair-sent painted with a 
begonia leaf design for first work; o ra 
inantcl-border with tlie same design may 
be selected. 
The canvas will he sold in 
any reasonably shaped piece, so there Ls 
no necessity for buying more than is re­ 
quired. 
The next thing is to stretch the canvas 
evenly on a frame (which any carpenter 
will make for a trifle), taking care to 
stretch the ribs of the material even and 
straight, otherwise the canvas will straight­ 
en itself when it shall come out of the 
frame, and the picture will he all awry. 
Make a careful tracing of the design on 
the canvas by means ot tracing paper or 
the pouncing method, both of which are 
too well understood to require description; 
and then with a chisel-shaped brush go 
over tlie entire outline, making it rather 
darker than desired when finished. Leave 
the outline to dry for an h o urortw o; pre­ 
pare some medium according to the direc­ 
tions given, and proceed to mix the tints 
required. 
F’or the dark green of the leaves 
mix Prussian blue and raw sienna, and add 
a little ot the medium. 
N ext mix the 
darker chrome w ith a dash of Prussian 
blue ami a little of the medium. 
F’or the 
pale shade use spring-time green and light 
chrome in different proportions, 
l'or the 
lightest [i.arts a cool blue tint is wanted, 
for which turquoise blue much diluted will 
answer ; cobalt, with a mere trace of neu­ 
tral tint, and much diluted, will also pro­ 
duce it. 
Two or three shades of this color 
will be needed. 
Begin coloring by scrubbing in the palest 
blue for the cool lights. 
Leave the high­ 
est lights untouched for the present. Scrub 
the tint well in lest it dry spotty. 
W hen 
the broader lights shall have been covered 
use the next tint, while the first is still 
wet; the two will blend beautifully. 
Now 
the work must dry again liefore going on 
w ith the vellow-greens. 
Proceed with the 
yellow-greens as with the blue-greens, be­ 
ginning a little way over the part already 
painted. 
As you approach the darkest 
parts put them in boldly, but take care 
that they do not spread too far into the 
lights. 
These tones will require retouch 
ing. 
W hen this shall have been done at­ 
tend to thevein in g o f the leaves. 
In the 
begonia these veins are nearly alwavs red. 
For this work take vermilion, diluted 
slightly except for the deepest markings, 
when it may be used pure, and with an 
outlining brush paint carefully tlie net­ 
work of veins. 
The painting must he tier- 
fectly dry before this veining should be 
done, when the color will keep its puritv 
and the effect will be charming. It must be 
borne in mind that color once applied is 
permanent, and cannot be removal, and 
that extra care must therefore be used in 
applying it. 
Directions for other work will be given 
in a later iastte.— Philadelphia Record. 


Oux M ech an ical P ow er. 
The dependence of modem industries 
upon coal was thus illustrated by Sir I. 
Lowthian Bell in a late address as Presi­ 
dent of the North of England Institute of 
Mining and Mechanical Ivngineere; The 
charcoal capable of being grown in oue 
year on an acre of land would only suffice 
tu propel one express train over a "distance 
of 25 miles and for making the pig iron 
annually produced in Great Britain a for­ 
est of 42,000 square miles would he re­ 
quired. 
Regarding air power, Gevons cal­ 
culated that it would take 1,000 windmills 
to drive a modern railm ill. 
This would 
mean lines of these engines reaching some­ 
thing like 20 miles, all connected with the 
fly-wheel shaft of the rolling machinery. 
F’rom rainfall, assuming it to lie 3,000 tons 
of water annually to the acre, and that 60 
feet of fall is available for machinery, 
with no loss of water, we should have "a 
yearly mechanical force of 336,000,000 
foot-Dounds per acre. 
This according to 


Joule’s investigations, after allowing 30 
per cent, loss of power for friction in * 
water-wheel, would only represent 20.6 
pounds of coal. 
But, 90 per cent, of the 
power of coal escapes in its application, so 
that the 3,000 tons of water yearly col­ 
lected on an acre of land would, in falling 
50 feet, afford in available power an equiv­ 
alent of that obtainable from 206 pounds 
of coal.

R ice vs. O a tm ea l.—The Boston Uncord 
informs us that rice is taking the place of . 
oatmeal in this country, and that oatmeal j 
is not approved by most thinking liygien- 
ists. 
\\ e are also told that rice is more 
easily digested, nutritious 
and 
withal 
amiable food than oatmeal. 
This is news­ 
paper chemistry, which generally is wrong. 
There may be objections to oatmeal, but to 
say that rice is more nutritious is simple 
nonsense. Oatmeal only lacks fat to make 
a perfect food, and this can readilv lie 
added by butter. 
Rice, on the other hand, 
lacks not only fat, but all nlbumenoids. 
See the analysis of the two. Oatmeal con­ 
tains a higher percentage of alhumeuoids 
than any other grain, viz: 12.6, that of 
wheat being 10.8, and of rice none, and 
less of starch, 58 1, as against 66.3 in 
wheat and 86.0 in rice.

more sugar, 5.4, wheat having only 4.2 and

I do not see how it 
can be grown well without stakes, but it 
does not need any more care than our 
choicest raspberries. Cut hack when about 
two or three feet in growth, and the arms 
cut in. 
I should tie the main stalk er vine 
to a stake four feet high. 
It is really a 
handsome vine in its spring flowering, and 
if one prefers, it can lie grown as a cover­ 
ing to rockeries. 
I have in one case grown 
it alongside a hedge, occasionally tying it 
to the hedge.

I too great a degree of caution cannot he 
j observed to avoid sleeping in damp rooms, 
j beds or clothing, the tem perature of the 
j lied chamber, if possible, should never he 
j increased under the ordinary circumstances 
of health, by artificial means. 
As this 
apartm ent is to he reserved solely for sleep, 
a fire is never necessary, excepting, jiossi- 
bly, during extreme cold weather, and, 
even then, the tem perature ought not to 
exceed fifty degrees. 
A sleeping apartment, in which a heavy 
fire has been kept ior several hours prior 
to retiring, may to some persons, at first 
thought, offer great comfort. 
But, right 
here, great danger is very liable to occur, 
since hy heating the room to such ail ex­ 
tent as has hec-n referred to the system 
becomes greatly enervated, creating an in­ 
creased susceptibility to the influence of 
the cold air, and thiis the way is opened 
to the attack of some of the most serious 
diseases, especially of the throat and 
lungs. 
Happy, indeed, should those (>cr- 
sqns esteem themselves whose means for­ 
bid an indulgence in this lu x u ry ! 
A per­ 
son accustomed to undress 
in a room 
ithout 
a tire, and to seek repose in 
cold 
lied, will not experience 
the 
least inconvenience, even in the sever- 
ol 
winter 
weather. 
The natural 
•at of the body will very s(ieedily render 
person, under such circumstances, even 
¡ore comfortable than lie o rsh e w iil he 
ho sleeps in a heated apartment, as ex­ 
perience has amply verified. 
But this is 
not ail. 
The constitution of the one ac­ 
customed to sleeping in a room which is 
not artificially heated will he rendered 
more robust and strong, and far less sus­ 
ceptible to the influence of atmospherical 
vicissitudes, than that person who is not so 
accustomed to sleep.— Ceorye N. Lovejoy in 
Good Housekeeping.

IJo A inert cans W ork Too lla rd ? 
It is said that the American people work 
harder to obtain the “alm ighty dollar” than 
any other people or nation in the world, 
while they are more iavigh in spending 
when they get it. 
This may be true or 
not, hut they certainly get more dollars for 
the same work than any other |>eople, and 
they are not generally penurious in spend­ 
ing them for their own comfort and pleas­ 
ure, or mean in appropriating them for 
charity and all good works. 
It is cer- 
taiifly true, also, th at many professional 
and business men, lawyers and doctors, 
merchants, etc., including some public offi­ 
cials, especially in our large cities, work 
too hard and destroy their health, hy both 
mental and physical exertion, protracted 
for too long a time without projier recrea­ 
tion. 
The workingmen and 
laboring 
classes also complain of working too hard, 
and the great question of the day are those 
of “ labor and wages,” which claim atten­ 
tion through “ strikes,” labor organizations, 
socialistic and anarchical demonstrations. 
The question, “ I)o Americans work too 
hard?” requires a distinction to he made 
between natives and foieigners who form 
so large a portion of the population of the 
United States. 
Foreigners 
principally 
perform what is considered the hardest 
work, building railroads, milling coal and 
other laborious employment, and whether 
they work too hard, in fact, or harder than 
Americans generally in other occupations, 
is a question which might be considered 
hv itself. 
They probably do not work 
harder in this than in their own country 
or they would not continue to come here 
in such large numbers.

and foreigners, however, will probably 
claim that they have to work “ toohard.”

Sa i.t in K ansas.— We have before us a 
re(K>rt of a paper read belore the recent 
meeting of the State Academy of Science, 
at Topeka, on the salt deposits of Ells­ 
worth county, hy Professor Bailey, chemist 
of the .State University. 
The facts are 
these: A company was formed at Ellsworth 
last summer for the purpose of boring a 
«fell, and the drilling began on August 
30th, and has now reached a depth of 
1,250 feet. 
A t 560 feet a vein of rock salt 
was struck 50 feet in thickness. 
Then a 
stratum of gray slate, five feet thick, inter­ 
venes, and then 90 feet of rock salt, or 149 
feet of rock salt within 656 tcct of the surf­ 
ace. 
The salt is dry, hard and clean, and 
Professor Bailey gives its analysis as fol­ 
lows: Sodic chloride (salt), 95*76; water, 
.19; calcic sulphate. 1.21; calcic chloride, 
.99; magnesio sulphate, .08; potasio chlo­ 
ride, .67 ; insoluble matter, .27 ; calcic car­ 
bonate, a trace. 
The sample analyzed was 
taken from the drill hole, and of necessity, 
was somewhat contaminated 
with 
the 
debris from the slate above, but it will he 
seen hy comparison that it is very pure. 
Professor Bailey found the pure salt to be 
971 per cent, in the specimens brought to 
the surface, and a sample now before us 
looks like fine table salt.— Kansas City 
Journal. 


F a tte n in g T u r k e y s.—The following 
is a description of the way in which tu r­ 
keys are fattened in] Norfolk, which is the 
great English county for breeding these 
birds, and preparing them for the London 
m arkets: Turkeys for Christmas are shut 
up in a light, dry and roomy house the 
first week in November; 
troughs with as 
much maize and good Parley as they tan 
eat should always be by them, and’they 
have two good meals a day of just as much 
barley meal mixed with flat milk as they 
cm eat, and milk to drink. 
Sliced man­ 
gels, turnips, swedes and cabbage are use­ 
ful and necessary, and píente of lime, 
sand, ashes and hrick-dust should 1 e kept 
in the corners of the house. 
It is found to 
be most im portant that the troughs he well 
cleaned out every morning, all surplus 
food removed, for on a farm there are usu­ 
ally plenty of other fowls to eat up what 
is left by the turkeys. 
Fed in this way 
they rapidly pet on flesh, which is usually 
very white in color and tine in texture.—

ELECTRIC RAILWAYS. 


Their Successful Use in Europe and at 
llie East. 
W hile Americans claim everything for 
their enterprise and quickness to utilize 
im portant inventions, Boston people can 
look away from the West End Railroad’s 
experiments and find the ancient citv of 
Brussels operating street cars with ease’and 
success hy the storage system just intro­ 
duced here. 
A correspondent of the P h il­ 
adelphia telegraph tells how, returning to 
the city after some years' absence, he found 
the “ tram cari’ station reorganized as an 
electric railway station. 
The design iii use is the Julien storage 
and traction system, furnished hy a Brus­ 
sels company, “ L'Electrique,” 
and 
is 
known from the name of its inventor, M. 
Edmund Julien. 
H e is a tall, well-pro­ 
portioned man of Frencli type, and lias 
the air of a man who takes everything au 
serieiuc. 
H e is as much pleased as a child 
with a new toy at the success of his sys­ 
tem, and periiaps lie has reason to be, 
since this success has recently brought him 
from King Leopold the mucii-coveted dec­ 
oration ot t lie Order of Leopold, which 
is equivalent to the Legion d iionneur in 
France. 
Since April tiie company has been oper­ 
ating ten cars, which they move at the 
rate of seven miles an hour. 
These cars 
have been in operation since April, and 
they are found capable of giving as good 
service as sixteen cars propel led by horses. 
1 he running expenses are reported to be 
much lower than with horses. Even count­ 
ing the renewal oí batteries and expenses 
existing and to come, the working ex­ 
penses of five cars drawn hy horses have 
cost as much as eight electrical cars, a sav­ 
ing of three cars in eight, or a trifle over 
thirty-seven per cent. 
The force consists of fireman, engineer, 
electrician and inspector. 
T he same per­ 
sonnel would be capable of managing a 
plant of several times the capacity. 
M. 
Julien said to the correspondent: 
“ I 
have just received au order from The 
H ague for twelve cars, which are now be- 
ing_ constructed under the supervision of 
their own engineer, M. Flammache. 
I 
have concluded a contract with two lines 
in Vienna, where my system is about to he 
introduced. 
A telegram received a few 
days ago from Lisbon informs me th at the 
first car sent there is now in successful 
operation. Others will follow soon. There 
are four oars running in Hamburg. 
I 
have cars in construction for Milan, Italy ; 
Rio Janeiro, Brazil, and Melbourne, Aus­ 
tralia.” 
• 
On the lines of the Consolidated West 
E nd road here the electric car, w hich is 
now under trial, is operated hy a combina­ 
tion of the Julien storage system with the 
•Sprague motor. 
Mr. Sprague is a young 
engineer, who showed remarkable profi­ 
ciency in electrical studies while in our 
national naval service, and attracted the 
attention of Mr. Edison at the Paris Ex­ 
position. 
H e became the chief construct­ 
ing engineer for the Edison Electric Light 
Company, and is now the General Man­ 
ager of the Sprague Electric Railway and 
Motor Company, which was organized by 
the President ot the Edison Electric Light 
Company, Edward II. Johnson, and others 
for the development of the Sprague motor. 
There is no reason to question the choice 
of the West End Company in making its 
trial.

This would 1 c a very 
pretty business—so pleasant that its bene­ 
fits ought to he extended to other Ameri­ 
can citizens than those who live on the 
A tlantic coast. 
W estern farmers can’t go 
into the shipping business. 
Even if they 
were to build ships, they would encounter 
many diffitailties in sailing them over their 
prairies and through their forests. 
But 
they will take their share of Government 
protection in the shape of a stiff bounty— 
say 10 cents a bushel—ou all the grain 
they raise. 
Farm ing is not always profit­ 
able in the West. 
Frequently it costs 
more to raise a bushel of grain than it 
sells for, and many a farmer finds that get­ 
ting $7 for an acre of wheat and $8 for an 
acre of corn is poor business—quite as poor 
as building ships without bountv is in 
New England. 
If, therefore, the Govern­ 
ment is to pay a premium for building 
ships mi the A tlantic coast, it ought to ex­ 
p en d the policy to the West, and pav a 
| premium for raising corn and wheat’ in 
Kansas.—St. Louis Republican (Pent.).

W aithlnjf H om es. 
The custom in some countries of wash­ 
ing horses in hot weather deserves some 
consideration. 
A horse covered with per­ 
spiration, dry in patches, it may he, and 
covered with dust, mu-t feel refreshed, as 
well as a man, if the bathing be done at 
the proper time and care exercised after­ 
wards. 
The method I ad ipt is thus de­ 
scribed : As soon as the horse is taken out 
and harness removed, lie is scraped down 
carefully. 
Then a bucket of tepid water 
is placed at hand and the horse is sponged 
all over quickly; after this he is rinsed 
down with a watering-pot of tepid water, 
scraped and rubbed. 
Then some clean 
straw is placed over the back and loins, and 
over this a light horse rug, and the horse 
is put into his stall. 
No draught is (icr- 
m ilted of course. 
Reaction takes place in the capillaries of 
the skin, and the horse gets dry and sleek. 
H e will now enjoy his fee 1 and beverage 
and takes his rest witii enjoyment. W hen 
wanted again he will be found free from 
marks of harness, presenting a glossy coat. 
Some people are agaia-t washing, and 
justly so when it is done hy lazy louts; 
but when it is done by an a live, groom 
there is no risk, and tiie auim il must lie 
much the better than when allowed to drv 
off in perspiration and dust, Tue custom 


orcd w ith a transmitted light, but assum 
ing a faint lilac tint against an opaque sur­ 
face. 
W bile sleeping, the chameleon be­ 
comes almost white in the shade, but if 
light falls upon him he slowly darkens by 
an automatic process. 
The movements (if 
the corpuscles are governed hy opposite

for market should he sold at ouce; every 
day’s delay is a loss of profit. 
To keep old 
sheep is a waste of fowl. 
Examine the 
feet and pare them when undergrown with 
loose decayed horn, and shorten the two 
long toes. 
This prevents foot-rot. 
Give 
breeding sheep extra feed; bran is the 
best and cheapest.— Rural Neu- Yorker.

‘A Collection of Letters of Thackeray, 
Is 17 1855, with Portrait and Reproduction 
of Letters and Drawings,” is a royal octavo 
volume from the press of Charles Scribner's 
Sons, and prepared by Mrs. Brookfield, 
aided by Janies Russell Lowell. In behalf 
of the publishers says one critic: “ W hen 
the serial publication of these letters was 
bear.n, the New York Nation said that if 
the series continued like its first num ber 
* English literature had a new classic.’ 
It 
is now known that the promise of the 
beginning was far more tban fulfilled in 
all that followed: and the existence of the 
new English classic is by this time widely 
recognized and quite beyond all doubt." 
Certainly the letters give us Thackeray in a 
new light and illum ine his character.

R ic e vs. O a t m e a l .—The Boston Record 
informs us that rice is taking the place of 
oatmeal in this country, and that oatmeal 
is not approved by most thinking livgien- 
ists. 
We are also told that rice is more 
easily digested, nutritious 
and 
withal 
amiable food than oatmeal. This is news­ 
paper chemistry, which generally is wrong. 
There may be objections to oatmeal, but to 
say that rice is more nutritious is simple 
nonsense. Oatmeal only lacks fat to make 
a perfect food, and this can readily lie 
added by butter. 
Hice,on the other hand, 
lacks not only fat, but all alhumcnoids. 
See the analysis of the two. 
Oatmeal con­ 
tains a higher percentage of albumenoids 
than any other grain, viz: 12.0, th at of 
wheat being 10.8, and of rice none, and 
less of starch, 58.4, as against (56.3 in 
wheat and 86.9 in rice. 
It lias rather 
more sugar, 5.4, wheat having only 4.2 and 
a good deal more fat, viz.: 
5.6, against 2.0 
in Hour, and in rice 0.8. 
Lastly, salts 
amount to 3.0 per cent, in oats, but only 
1.7 in wheat, and 0.9 in rice. 
As the 
value of a food depends entirely upon its 
albumenoids, it is clearly seen that oat­ 
meal is infinitely superior to all other 
cereals.—American Analyst.

A G a r d e n A c q u is itio n .—The Lucre- 
tia dewberry is a real acquisition in the 
way of fruits. 
In quality it is better than 
any high-bush blacklierry I have tried. It 
is earlier than the Wilson, and a large, 
noble-looking b°rrv. 
I do not see how it 
can be grown well without stakes, but it 
does not need any more care than our 
choicest rasplierries. Cut liack when about 
two or three feet in growth, and the arms 
cut in. 
1 should tie the main stalk or vine 
to a stake four feet high. 
It is really a 
handsome vine in its spring flowering, and 
if one prefers, it can be grown as a cover­ 
ing to rockeries. 
I have in one case grown 
it alongside a hedge, occasionally tying it 
to the hedge. 
I should judge that it 
would be particularly fine as a covering for 
stone fences. 
The foliage is glossy and 
very attractive, as xvell as the berries. 
There is no failure in cropping, as there is 
no blackberry more prolific—it is simply 
loaded with fruit.—E. P. Powell, in Indc- 
jtendent.

more comfortable than he or she xviil be 
who sleeps in a heated apartment, as ex­ 
perience has amply verified. 
But this is 
not all. 
The constitution of the one ac­ 
customed to sleeping in a room which is 
not artificially heated xvill be rendered 
more robust and strong, and far less sus­ 
ceptible to the influence of atmospherical 
vicissitudes, than th at person xvho is not so 
accustomed to sleep.— Georye A. Lorejoy in 
Good Housekeeping. 


V e n tila tio n o f S Ieep ln g -R o o m r. 
There are few houses the roqpis of which 
are so situated as to render good ventila­ 
tion impossible, and the influence of this 
practice upon the health of inmates is too 
im portant to permit being neglected from 
any slight cause. 
A bed-chamber should 
be divested of all unnecessary furniture, 
and, unless of considerable size, should 
never contain more than one bed. 
There 
j cannot be a more pernicious custom than 
that pursued by some—indeed, by manv 
families—of having their children sleep 
in small apartments, with two. and some­ 
times with three, beds crowded into the 
same room. 
It is scarcely necessary to ob­ 
serve that cleanliness, in the most exten­ 
sive signification of the term, is, if possi­ 
ble, even more necessary with reference to 
the bed-chamber than xvith almost any 
other apartm ent in the xvhole house. 
The practice of sleeping in a room which 
is occupied during the day time is ex- 
treniely unwise. 
Perfect cleanliness and 
sufficient free ventilation cannot, under 
such circumstances, be preserved, especially 
during cold w eather; henee the atmos­ 
phere becomes constantly more vitiated, 
' and altogether unfit for respiration. W hile

I ) o A m e r i c a n s W o r k T o o H a r i l ? 
It is said that the American jieople work 
harder toebtain ihe "alm ighty dollar" than 
any- other people or nation in the world, 
xvliile they are more lavish in spending 
when they get it. 
This may lie true or 
not, hut they certainly get more dollars for 
the same work than any other people, and 
they are not generally penurious in spend­ 
ing them for their own comfort and pleas­ 
ure, or mean in appropriating them for 
charity and all good works. 
It is cer­ 
tainly true, also, th at many professional 
and business men, lawyers and doctors, 
merchants, etc., including some public offi­ 
cials, especially in our large cities, work 
too hard and destroy their health, by both 
mental and physical exertion, protracted 
for too long a time without proper recrea­ 
tion. 
The 
workingmen 
and laboring 
classes also complain of working too hard, 
and the great question of the day are those 
of “ labor aud xvages,” which claim atten­ 
tion through “ strikes,” labor organizations, 
socialistic and anarchical demonstrations. 
The question, “ Do Americans work too 
hard?” requires a distinction to be made 
between natives and foieigners xvho form 
so large a portion of the population of the 
Lnited States. 
Foreigners 
principally 
perform what is considered the hardest 
work, building railroads, mining coal and 
other laborious employment, and whether 
they work too hard, in fact, or harder than 
Americans generally in other occupations, 
is a question which might be considered 
bv itself. 
They probably do not xvork 
harder in this than in their own country 
or they xvould not continue to come here 
in such large numbers. 
Both Americans 
and foreigners, however, xvill probably 
claim that they have to work “ too hard.”

S a l t in K a n s a s .— We have before us a 
report of a paper read before the recent 
meeting of the State Academy of Science, 
at Topeka, on the salt deposits of EUs- 
xvorth county, by 1’rofessor Bailey, chemist 
of the State University. 
The facts are 
these: A company was formed at Ellsworth 
last summer for the purpose of boring a 
well, and the drilling began on August 
30th, and has now reached a depth of 
1,250 feet. 
At 560 feet a vein of rock salt 
was struck 50 feet in thickness. 
Then a 
stratum of gray slate, five feet thick, inter­ 
venes, and then 90 feet of rock salt, or 149 
feet of rock salt within 656 lect of the surf­ 
ace. 
The salt is dry, hard and clean, and 
Professor Bailey gives its analysis as fol­ 
lows: Sodic chloride (salt), 95.76; water, 
.19; calcic sulphate. 1.21; calcic chloride, 
.99; magnesic sulphate, .08; potasio chlo­ 
ride, .67 ; insoluble matter, .27 ; calcic car­ 
bonate, a trace. 
The sample analyzed xvas 
taken from the drill hole, and of necessity, 
xvas somewhat contaminated 
xvith 
the 
debris from the slate alio\-e, but it will be 
seen by comparison that it is verv pure. 
Professor Bailey found the pure salt to be 
97} per cent, in the specimens brought to 
the surface, and a sample now before us 
looks like fine table salt.— Kansas City 
Journal. 


_ l- a t t u n i n g T u r k e y s . — The following 
is a description of the way in which tur­ 
keys are fattened in¡ Norfolk, which is the 
great English county for breeding these 
birds, and preparing them for the London 
m arkets: Turkeys for Christmas are shut 
up in a light, dry and roomy house the 
first week in November; 
troughs with as 
much maize and good I arley as thev ran 
eat should always be by them, and*they 
have two good meals a day of just as much 
barley meal mixed with flat milk as they 
cm eat, and milk to drink. Sliced man­ 
gels, turnips, sxvedes and cabbage are use­ 
ful and necessary, and plenty of lime, 
sand, ashes and brick-dust should 1 e kept 
in the corners of the house. 
It is found to 
be most im portant that the troughs be well 
cleaned out every morning, all surplus 
food removed, for on a farm there are usu­ 
ally plenty of other fowls to eat up xvhat 
is left by the turkeys. 
Fed in this way 
they rapidly ¡ict on flesh, which is usually 
very white in color and tine in texture.— 
S. Ilf ale in Country Gentleman. 


I s e f u l i f T r u e .—A fly always walks 
upward. 
Put a fly on a window and up he 
goes toward the top; he can’t be made to 
walk downward. 
My friend made a win­ 
dow screen, divided in half. 
The upper 
half lapped over the lower, xvith an inch 
of spiace lietxveen. 
Well, as soon as a fly 
would light on the screen he xvould pro­ 
ceed to travel upward, and would thus 
xvalk straight out doors.

ELECTRIC 
RAILWAYS. 


T h e ir S uccessful U se in E u ro p e an il a t 
tlie E a st. 
W hile Americans claim everything for 
their enterprise and quickness to utilize 
im portant inventions, Boston people can 
look away from the West End Railroad’s 
experiments and find the ancient city of 
Brussels operating street cars xvith ease’and 
success by the storage system just intro­ 
duced here. 
A correspondent of the P h il­ 
adelphia Telegraph tells how, returning to 
the city after some years’ absence, he found 
the “ tram car” station reorganized as an 
electric railway station. 
The design in use is the Julien storage 
and traction system, furnished bv a Brus­ 
sels company, “ L ’Electrique,” 
and 
is 
known from the name of its inventor, M. 
Edmond J ulien. 
H e is a tall, well-pro­ 
portioned man of French type, and lias 
the air of a man who takes ex-erylhing an 
serieux. 
H e is as much pleased as a child 
w ith a new toy at the success of his sys­ 
tem, and perhaps he has reason to be, 
since this success has recently brought him 
from King Leopold the mucíi-cuveted dec­ 
oration ol the Order of I>eopold, xvhich 
is equivalent to the Legion d iionneur in 
France. 
Since April the company has been oper­ 
ating ten cars, xvhich they move at the 
rate of seven m ilts an hour. 
These cars 
have been in operation since April, and 
they are found capable of giving as good 
service as sixteen cars propelled by horses, 
ih e running expenses are reported to be 
much lower than with horses. Even count­ 
ing the renewal of batteries and expenses 
existing and to come, the xvorking ex­ 
penses of five cars drawn by horses tinx-e 
cost as much as eight electrical oars, a sav­ 
ing of three cars in eight, or a trifle over 
thirty-seven per cent. 
The force consists of fireman, engineer, 
electrician and inspector. 
The same per­ 
sonnel would be capable of managing a 
plant of several times the capacity. 
M. 
Julien said to the correspondent: 
“ I 
have just received an order from The 
Hague for twelve cars, which are now be­ 
ing constructed under the supervision of 
their own engineer, M. Flammache. 
I 
have concluded a contract with two lines 
in Vienna, where my system is about to be 
introduced. 
A telegram received a few 
day's ago from Lisbon informs me th at the 
first car sent there is now in successful j 
operation. Others xvill folloxv soon. There 
are four cars running in Hamburg. 
I 
have cars iu construction for Milan, Italy ; 
Rio Janeiro, Brazil, and Melbourne, Aus­ 
tralia.” 
• 
^ On the lines of the Consolidated West 
End road here the eleeiric car, which is 
now under trial, is operated by a combina­ 
tion of the Juiien storage system with the 
Sprague motor. 
Mr. Sprague is a young 
engineer, xvho showed remarkable profi­ 
ciency in electrical studies while in our 
national naval service, and attracted the 
attention of Mr. Edison at the Baris Ex­ 
position. 
H e became the chief construct­ 
ing engineer for the Edison Electric Light 
Company, and is now the General Man­ 
ager of ihe Sprague Electric Railway and 
Motor Company, which xvas organized by 
thc President of the Edison Electric Light 
Company, Edward II. Johnson, and others 
for the development of the Sprague motor. 
There is no reason to question the choice 
of the W est End Company in making its 
trial.

W a s h i n g H o r s e s . 
The custom in some countries of wash­ 
ing horses in hot weather deserves some 
consideration. 
A horse covered with per­ 
spiration, dry in patches, it may he, and 
covered with dust, mn-t feel refreshed, as 
well as a man, if the bathing be done at 
the proper lime and care exercised after­ 
wards. 
The method I ad ipt is thus de­ 
scribed : As soon as the horse is taken out 
and harness removed, he is scraped down 
carefully. 
Then a bucket of tepid water 
is placed at hand and the horse is sponged 
all over quickly; after this he is rinsed 
down xvith a watering-pot of tepid water, 
scraped and rubbed. 
Then some clean 
straw is placed over the back and loins, and 
over this a light horse rug, and the horse 
is put into his stall. 
No draught is per­ 
m itted of course. 
Reaction takes place in the capillaries of 
the skin, and the horse get i dry and sleek. 
He will noxv enjoy his feel and beverage 
and takes his rest with enjoyment. When 
wanted again lie will be found free trom 
marks of harness presenting a glossy coat. 
Some people are against washing, and 
justly so when it is done by lazy louts; 
but xvhen it is done by an a live groom 
there is no risk, and the auim if must be 
much the better than when allowed to dry 
off in perspiration and dust. 
The custom 


of washing legs is not objectionable if the 
jogs are rubbed dry, but when tepid xvater 
is used with elbow grease to xvell dry the 
legs and heels especially, it is beneficial. 
It is only condemned because grooms do 
not dry the heels, and the heels get 
chilled, crack and scratches develop. 
No 
horse should be put up for the night with 
dirty- feet or hoofs. 
The feet should be 
washed out carefully, and the grit removed 
from under the shoes; the coronet shonld 
be examined to see if any- cut or tread ex­ 
ists. 
Many cases of lockjaw m ight have 
been prevented liad this care been taken 
and the slight cut attended to at once. 
The underpart of the 
tail should be 
sponged every morning 
and 
evening. 
Neglect o l this explains why horses rub 
their tails bare and make such sorrv 
sights. 
The mane also should he washed 
at times, as xvell as brushed.— Germantown 
Telegraph. 


A B ou n ty ou W h eat. 
New England, having grown enormous] v 
rich in manufacturing by persuading the 
U nited States Government to force con­ 
sumers to pay it $1 50 for goods that are 
worth only- $1, proposes now to go into the 
ship-building and ship-sailing business on 
similar terms. 
It wants Congress to give 
every ship-owner 30 cents a ton for every 
1.000 miles he runs his ship. 
If he build's 
a 3,000-ton steamer he xvill get $9,000 for 
every round trip to a South American port 
5.000 miles distant. 
This would be a very 
pretty business—so pleasant that its bene­ 
fits ought to be extended to other Ameri­ 
can citizens than those xvho live on the 
A tlantic coast. 
Western farmers can’t go 
into the shipping business. 
Even if they 
xvere to build ships, they- xvould encounter 
many difficulties in sailing them over their 
prairies and through their forests. 
But 
they will take their share of Government 
protection in the shape of a stiff bounty— 
say- 10 cents a bushel—on all the grain 
they raise. 
Farm ing is not always profit­ 
able in the West. 
Frequently it costs 
more to raise a bushel of grain than it 
sells for, and many a farmer finds that get­ 
ting $7 for an acre of wheat and $8 for an 
acre of corn is poor business—quite as poor 
as building ships without hountv is in 
New England. 
If, therefore, the Govern­ 
ment is to pay- a premium for building 
ships on the A tlantic coast, it ought to ex­ 
tend the policy to the West, and pav a 
premium for raising corn and wheat in 
Kansas.—St. Louis Republican (Dem.).

complex 
mechanism of the chameleon’s changing 
hues is thus described by G rant A llen: 
Tiny corpuscles of different pigments are 
sometimes hidden in the depths of the 
chameleon’s skin, and sometimes spread 
out on its surface in an interlacing net­ 
work of brown or purple. 
In addition to 
this prime coloring-matter, however, the 
animal also possesses a yellow pigment, 
and a blueish layer in the skin, which acts 
li|e the iridium glass so largely employed 
“ 
Dr. Salviati, being seen as straw-col- 
1 xvith a transmitted light, but assum- 
a faint lilac tint against an opaque sur­ 
. 
W hile sleeping, the chameleon bc- 
es almost white in the shade, hut if 
light falls upon him lie slowly darkens by- 
an automatic process. 
The movements of 
the corpuscles are governed bxr opposite 
nerves and muscles, which either cause 
them to bury themselves under the true 
sflin, or to form an opaque ground behind 
the blue layer, or to spread out in a ram i­ 
fying mass on the outer surface, and so 
produce almost any- necessary shade of 
gray, green, black or yellow. 
" 


S h e e p a n d L am b s,—Sheep 
are 
nnw 
painfullv worried by the gadfly. 
Give 
them a shelter and a low, close shed to 
huddle in, xvhere they can evade the pest. 
W here the tick prevails this is a good 
time to dip both sheep and lambs. 
Re­ 
move the rams, if any are kept, from the 
flock, and put the ewe lambs by them ­ 
selves with the wethers. 
Ewes coupled in 
October will lamb in March. 
If lambs 
are not 
desired 
so 
early-, 
keep 
the 
ru n s separate. 
It 
is 
Lest 
to 
keep 
tne rams in a separate lot and only turn 
in the ewes at night. 
All sheep intended 
for m arket should be sold at once; every 
day’s delay is a loss of profit. 
To keep old 
sheep is a waste of food. 
Examine the 
feet and pare them when undergrown with 
loose decayed horn, and shorten the two 
long toes. 
This prevents foot-rot. 
Give 
breeding sheep extra feed; bran is the 
best and cheapest.— Rural New Yorker. 


E f f e c t s o f A r s e n ic E a t i n g .—The 
Herald of Health affirms that the exact 
state of things brought about by arsenic 
eating is a dim inution of the strength of 
the blood ; the capillary blood vessels are 
stopped from working, the ends of the 
blood vessels are killed, no blood is sup- 
jilied to the skin, and the real reason for 
its white, transparent state is that it is 
practically dead.

CURIOSITIES OF EMIGRATION STATIS­ 
TICS. 


The recent work on European emigra­ 
tion issued by the Department of State 
reveals many curious and interesting facts, 
even in the course of a rapid survey. 
.-V 
few of these as they impressed us in a pre­ 
fatory glance at the volume may be t>re- 
-cntcd as drawn from the tables and dia­ 
grams given. 
For convenience let us sup­ 
pose the proportion of occupations repre­ 
sented by emigrants to the United States 
to be illustrated as follows: 
If we sup 
pose a line eight and three-eighths inches 
in length to be divided into 134 equal 
parts, the aggregate will represent the 
maximum and one-sixteenth of an inch 
the minimum of a given trade or occupa

TREATY RELATIONS 
WITH HAWAII. 


Opposition to the treaty with Hawaii 
continues to come from the same quarter 
in which it originated some years ago. 
It 
appears to make no sort of difference that 
the new commercial advantages we gain by 
it are of the highest importance to the 
whole country. 
Nor does the fact th at we 
will secure naval advantage* of the greatest 
value appear to have any «fleet upon the 
opposition. 
The Eastern sugar ring can­ 
not and will not see beyond the end of its 
nose. 
Before its purpose general commer­ 
cial advantages and national gain mus; 
give way, if its desires are achieved. 
The 
simple truth is th at if the opposition to 
the treaty is heeded we must lie preparer: 
to see Germany and England crowd our 
trade from the islands :jid assume com" 
mercial dictatorship there. 
The year 1886 showed an increase of the 
imports of the Hawaiian Islands of §1.047,­ 
194 over the preceding year, and the in­ 
crease was due most largely to the aug­ 
mentation of American tr; de. The exports 
for 1886 were $1,381,712 in excess of the 
prece«ling year, and the increase was with 
trifling exceptions in favor of the United 
States. 
Consul-General Putnam in a re­ 
cent report took occasion to sa y : 
in consequence of the contigultj-of the islands 
to the Paeilic coast of .-«merica and the conse­ 
quent close alliance of the people of Die two 
sections, almost the entire com m ercial inter 
course of the Kingdom is with the United States. 
This is evidenced by the fact that 76.22 per cent, 
of all imports and 99 per cent, of all exports were 
from and to the United States. 
The total value of domestic exports for 
the year 1886 amounted to §10,340,375, or 
of $1,381,712 over 1885. 
The quantity of 
sugar exported during the year was 216,­ 
223,615 pounds, valued at $9,775,132, an 
increase of 44,873,301 pounds over the total 
export of the year 18S5. 
The value of 
imports during 1886 amounted to §4,8/7,­ 
738, against §3,830,544 for 1885. 
The 
increase in the value of dutiable goods was 
§448,256; goods free bv treaty, §529,698; 
bonded goods, §18,828; goods free by law, 
$50.412. 
The total value of exports to and im 
ports from the United States during the 
year 1886, was §14.414,751 30, or 94 per 
cvnt. of the entire commerce of the islands. 
W ith G reat Britain it was §309,739 80, or 
2.41 percent.; with Germany, §106,672 04, 
or .70 per cent.; China and Japan, $269,­ 
401 22. or 1.76 per cent.; Australia and 
New Zealand, §132,951 77, or .86 per cent.; 
all others, §41,508 28 or .27 per cent. 
During the year the total tonnage en 
terctl at Hawaiian ports in foreign com­ 
merce was 222,372 tons, of which 132,660 
were American, 43,848 Hawaiian, 35,296 
British, 4,27S German, and 6,290 other 
nationalities. 
To take the backward step in relation to 
our 
reciprocal relations with Hawaii, 
would be equivalent to abandonment of all 
we have gained in the islands to Germany 
and Great Britain, and a disruption of a 
connection natural in its character, as well 
as dictated by the geographical relation of 
the islands to the American continent- 
W ith the competition of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, the 
British 
interests 
possess a new lever for advancing their 
claims, and are not slow to use it; to 
break off with Hawaii will m aterially assist 
the British to achieve their commercial 
desire in the islands. 
Treating of this subject, and adm itting 
for the moment only for argument’s sake, 
that tlie lower House of Congress has the 
right to intervene and prevent the contin­ 
uation of reciprocal relations with Hawaii, 
the San Francisco Alta, well says: 


But suppose we ailm it that the control of 
revenue questions by the House carries with it 
the riqht to veto a treaty m ade by the President 
and Sc late which rem its duties to secure the 
profits of reciprocal trade: w hat then? Is there 
any re son for believing that the House win see 
only the revenue side of the Hawaiian question? 
In The absence of a treaty the revenues will fall 
back to about $200,000 a year, w here the treatv 
found them , and the trade of the United State's 
with the Islands will also decline to its former 
sbrunken proportions. But. serious as these re 
suits w ill b • to the commerce of Ca'ifornia, our 
m erchants will be the least sufferers. 
The evil 
to the whole country by abandoning our only 
secure foothold lu the Pacific will 
d o of such 
proportions as to overshadow ilie losa of £ ,2,000,­ 
000 a year of trade which we can not substitute 
nor replace.

A few years ago it was all but impossible 
to secure a respectful hearing for the sub­ 
ject in this State. 
Now there is general 
attention given to it, and it mnv be taken 


cst shown, and the assurance that forestry 
will from this time forward command a 
large share of attention in California, and 
that the consideration of the subject is 
about to result in practical reform, it finds 
cause for congratulation. 
The press of the 
State can do much to aid the progress of 
the forestry movement. 
The people art- 
being educated rapidly to the necessity of 
preservation of our wooded slopes, but 
there is need for further dissemination of 
information upon the subject, and the press 
of the country must be the chief agency 
to that end. 
As Mr. Abbott K inney said 
to the 
Fruit-growers’ Convention, after 
reciting the facts concerning tlie evil and 
certain effects of denuding the hills and 
destroying forest grow th: 
ft Is dv educating th e people iu these truths 
of the effects of excessive aud unwise forest d e­ 
struction that we m ust hope to save California 
(rom the fate of Palestine, Palm yra. Baalbec, 
Carthage, Babylon. Greece, Spain, and iu fact of 
all the early seats of m an’s civilization. He 
who, like myself, has traversed these sometime 
centers ol hum an prosperity and population, 
desolate wastes, the haunts o f the hyena and 
the reptile, m u-t feel th at the tim e has come 
for this intelligent Am erican people to lol- 
low the lead of France. Germany, Austria and 
the civdized powers of the world in averting, 
by tim ely m easures, so great disaster to our­ 
selves. 


CONCEALED WEAPONS. 


T h e Chicago lfcrald, in view of the 
conflicts between the pci ice on the day of 
the execution of the Haymarket m urder­ 
ers and the hoodlums who went about the 
city armed with pistols and «lirks, urges 
the passage of a law to meet the evil of 
carrying deadly weapons, it says: 
No citizen should he allowed to carry a deadly 
weapon w ithout giving a proper bond, and ex ­ 
posing the weapon to the view of all meD, so 
that they m ight behold the deadly character of 
his thoughts, or guess the hazardous nature of 
his business. 
The laws of Illinois and California pro­ 
hibit the carrying of concealed weapons, 
but they are not enforced. 
The difficulty 
of compelling obedience is great, but it is 
evident that some means must be devised 
to reach the evil. 
The right of the citi­ 
zen to bear arms does not include the li­ 
cense to secretly arm, as is now so gener­ 
ally done. The lawless element is con­ 
stantly armed, and in difficulty always 
proves to be provided with deadly weap­ 
ons, and uses them. 
The law-abiding citi­ 
zen is thus placed at a fearful disadvantage 
when in contact w ith the criminal and 
rough classes. The coward arms and uses 
his weapons on the least provocation; the 
outlaw considers a concealed deadly weapon 
an essential part of his outfit, and thus 
our streets are paraded by classes of men 
who put the livesof the people in constant 
jeopardy. The law proposetl by the H er­ 
ald would be ineffective. 
In large part it 
Is now upon the statute books ol' most 
States. 
It has been urged th at the only 
way of reaching the end desired is the re­ 
peal of the laws against carrying deadly 
weapons, that the law-abiding may be 
placed upon physical equality with the 
lawless. 
But this is no remedy at all, and 
would simply result in making the associa­ 
tion of men a m atter of armed toleration 
The true method of procedure is to assid 
uously cultivate public sentiment up to the 
point th at will fortify the officers in arrest­ 
ing violators of the law, and to make the 
offense of secretly arm ing carry w ith it the 
certainty of visitation by a grave and heavy 
penalty. 


THE “ NOTE TAKERS." 


The Chicago Inter-Ocean enters a protest 
against the false impressions of American 
life spread abroad by superficial observers 
among both foreign and native writers. It 
says truly th at the strangest possible falsi­ 
ties have grown into accepted facts through 
the deductions of note takers, who are in­ 
capable of penetrating below the surface 
to analyze motives. 
But the Inter-Ocean 
wastes its energy. 
Its protest will not 
reach the class against which it is aimed, 
nor be accepteil by foreign readers in 
proper spirit. Somehow, when the super­ 
ficial “ note ta k e r” gets lus crude ideas 
and confused facts and false deductions 
into book form they take on, in the eyes of 
readers, a great deal more importance than 
if the author orally announced his view s 
All that newspapers can say in protest will 
have little counteracting effect. 
If Euro­ 
pean papers could be iuiluced to give pub­ 
licity to the expressions of American 
journals in criticising these “ notes,” some 
good m ight he effected. 
B ut th at is hope­ 
less, since the average European newspa­ 
per is even more ignorant of America and 
American society than the “ note takers,” 
and are more inclined to accept the state­ 
ments of the class complained of, on the 
ground th at they are more likely to be 
im partial. 
Even M atthew Arnold failed 
to understand American society and the 
American system, yet w hat newspaper 
writer can expect to refute Mr. Arnold's 
views in England? 
We can only hope for 
an abatement of false estim ates entertained 
abroad of American life, by the corrective 
of time, and possibly by the just home 
authors who secure a hearing abroad. 


NEW MINERAL FIELDS. 


The Dawson Canadian exploring expe­ 
dition finds in the region east of Mount 
St. Elias reasons to believe that a new sec­ 
tion of great mineral wealth has lieen dis­ 
covered. 
The district lies along the east­ 
ern boundary of southern Alaska. Accord­ 
ing to Dr. Dawson it will develop as the 
Colorado of Canada. 
He reports th at the 
whole country from Cassiar to the vicinity 
of I orty-mile creek yields more or less 
gold in placer deposits. This gold-bearing 
region is fully five hundred miles long, 
and has “ an indefinite width.” 
Only a 
small part of it lias l>een prospected, but 
about one hundred miners are on the 
ground, and intend the pass the winter 
there. 
There are reasons to believe that 
there is much mineral wealth in that por­ 
tion of the Northwest. 
American ex­ 
plorers for twenty-five years have held to 
th at theory. 
T hat there will be any such 
rush to the region, however, as distin­ 
guished the Fraser river and earlier gold 
and silver discoveries is altogether im ­ 
probable. So many bitter lessons liave 
been taught Americans concerning new 
gold discoveries that a conservatism of 
caution now restrains men from making a 
mad rush to new m ineral fields.

The dictionary has been 
for twelve years so far behind the growth 
of the English language that rivals have 
entered the field and put it to shame. 
Its 
definitions in a great number of eises have 
not kept pace with the expansion and 
modification of 
the English 
language» 
wh lie its omissions of words good usage has 
narran ted has been a deplorable fault. An 
anglicizing of foreign words has been go­ 
ing on of which “ W ebster’s” editors have 
seemed to be oblivous, and while spelling 
has been steadily reforming 
itself the 
“standard lexicon of the country” has stub' 
bornlv kept on iu old paths. 
These, we 
are told, are now to be departed from, and 
the advance made in philology are to be 
recognized, anglicized words in great num­ 
ber are to be introduced, and other ad 
vanees will be consented to which the ed­ 
itors of Webster have heretofore refused to 
recognize.

Liquid M anure. 
The jVetr England Fanner gives this an­ 
swer to a correspondent who inquires as to 
the best methods of applying liquid ma­ 
nure on the farm: “ The best method of 
saving and using liquid manure we have 
ever seen in practice is that adopted bv 
Dr. Jxliez Fisher, of Fitchburg, Mass. llis 
stable, in which is kept a cow and a horse, 
is at quite a distance from his dwelling- 
house, a field of several acres lying be­ 
tween. 
The field lias a gentle slope, the 
stable beiug at the lower side and the resi­ 
dence at the upper. 
The wastes of the 
house, together with the rain falling upon 
the roof of the barn, are carried into the 
barn basement, which is made water tight 
by coats of cement on bottom and sides. 
Once or twice a year the liquid is pumped 
out and distributed over tiic field from a 
water-cart with sprinkler attached. 
The 
cart is filled from a chain pump in the 
barn floor, and the outlet to the sprinkler 
is made just large enough to allow the cart 
to be emptied in going once across the 
field up the slope. 
Many who attempt to 
use liquid manure fail from using it in too 
concentrated a form. 
It can hardly he 
used too weak, except for the cost of haul­ 
ing so much water. 
I>r. Fisher keeps his 
field continually in grass, and gets heavy 
crops of excellent hay.” 


O ld S tan d ard F ru its,—Among the 
great throng of new varieties of fruits, 
there are certain sorts which have long 
held the pre-eminence, not for the highest 
excellence in flavor, but for general good 
qualities, reliability, and productiveness. 
The Baldwin, among apples, stands at the 
head of the list in several of the Eastern 
«States, and every attempt for the past fifty 
years to supersede it has proved a failure. 
The Rhode Island Greening closely fol­ 
lows it. 
Yt the West, the Ben Davis, a 
fruit of poor flavor, lias a corresponding 
position. 
The Bartlett among pears (a 
foreigner) has no equal for popularity in 
early autumn. 
The Early Crawford holds 
a similar place with peaches, although 
hardly equal in delicacy of flavor to the 
finest white flesh varieties. 
The Lombard 
plum stands at the head of productive 
plums. 
Attempts were made for nearly 
twenty years to displace the Wilson straw­ 
berry, and it is only of late years that in 
some localities the Crescent and Downing 
have taken its place, while the popularity 
of the 8harplcss is still only local. The 
Concord grape still holils its position.— 
Country Gentleman. 


M a rm o t T il l a g e .—It 
appears that 
marmots, like earth «ornis, have consider­ 
able influence in modifying the soil. Dur­ 
ing recent explorations in the Caspian 
steppes, I’rof. Mushketofi' found that the 
marmots, though they made their first ap- 
jiearance in the region only a few years 
ago, have already covered hundreds of 
square miles with their hca]is of earth. 
These heaps average some eleven by eight 
feet in length and breadth, aud from one 
to two feet in h igh t; and it may lie safely 
asserted that in each square mile of the 
area covereil more than 100,<XK) cubic 
yards of earth have been brought to the 
surface by the little creatures. 
The effect 
upon vegetation is quite apparent.

MISCELLANEOUS. 
To make a strong cement mix some 
finely powdered rice w ith cold water, so as 
to form a soft paste. 
Add boiling water, 
and finally boil the mixture in a pan for 
one or two'minutes. 
The coating of a rubber umbrella or a 
gossamer cloak may be mended by apply­ 
ing a preparation of da mar varnish and 
asphaltum with a little turpentine in 
almut equal quantities. 
The pruning of vines has been investi­ 
gated by H .

REMINISCENCES OF THE CONGREGATIONAL 
ASSOCIATION OF CALIFORNIA. 
[By J. H . Warren, D. D.] 
The first meeting of the Congregational 
Association of the .State was held in 
Marysville, May 12,1852. 
Four ministers 
took part in its organization—Reverends 
T. Thacher, J . A. Benton, J . H . W arren 
and J. E. Benton. 
Mr. Thacher being the 
most patriarchal of the four was chosen 
Moderator, and Mr. W arren, Scribe. 
A 
constitution was adopted. 
On the second 
day the Rev. T. Dwight H unt, pastor of 
the First Church in San Francisco, appeared 
and took his seat as a member. This meet­ 
ing adjourned after electing J . II. W arren 
Registrar, and J. A. Benton, Preacher for 
the next meeting, to be held in San Fran­ 
cisco, October 9th. 
This body was wholly a ministerial 
body, although the main object of its ex­ 
istence was to promote Christian work in 
all its departments. 
There existed at the 
time hut three Congregational churches in 
the State—one in San Francisco, one in 
Sacramento and the third in Nevada City. 
It met semi-annually for five years—twice 
it sat in Marysville, five times in San 
Francisco, twice in Sacramento, once each 
in Nevada City, San Jose and Petaluma. 
The spring meetings were in A pril and 
the fall sessions in October. 
Those who 
served it as moderators were Revs. T. 
Thacker, J. II. W arren, J . A. Benton, T. 
I). H unt, J. G. Hale, S. Y. Blakeslee. H. 
Durant, and J. E. Benton. 
The Scribes 
were W arren, J. A. Benton, H unt, Pond, 
Hale, Blakeslee, W . L. Jones, Zelie, A. A. 
Baker and M. Kellogg. 
The preachers 
were Benton, Thacher, H unt, líale, Du­ 
rant, B. D. Henrv, W arren, Baker, Pond, 
Zelie. 
It met for the last tim e as the “ Congre­ 
gational Association ” in Petaluma, A pril, 
1857, when the constitution of the Gen­ 
eral Association was adopted, after which 
the dissolution of the body took place and 
made way for the new organization, the 
thirtieth anniversary of which was so 
royally celebrated recently in this city. 
The entire church constituency of tiie 
Association numbered 
twelve churches, 
which were located: three in San Fran­ 
cisco, the rest one each in Sacramento, 
Nevada City, Grass Valley, Mokelumne 
H ill, Petaluma, Jackson, Oroville,I)ownie- 
ville and Santa Cruz. 
Four of the above list have ceased to 
exist. 
Eighteen ministers appear on its 
roll of membership. 
Besides those al­ 
ready mentioned as Moderators, Scribes 
and preachers at the regular meetings, are 
Rev. Horace Bushnell, D. D.; Rev. E. C. 
Lacy, Rev. B. N. Seymour and Rev. T. W. 
Hines. 
E ight of the entire list are dead, 
three are out of the State, one is retired 
from the ministry and six still remain and 
are in active service in the State. 
The Association held all its meetings at 
the same time and place, with the Presby­ 
tery of San Francisco, for the purpose "of 
holding occasional and im portant joint 
meetings in reference to the carrying on of 
soch Christian work of common interest to 
both bodies as The Pacific (the pioneer 
religious paper on the coast), education, 
temperance, Sabbath observance, Missions 
(home and foreign), etc. These two bodies 
naturally affiliated in such work, inasmuch 
as nearly all their members were sent to 
this State and commissioned for their work 
by the American Home Missionary Socie­ 
ty, of New York. 
The Association gave 
up its entire sessions almost exclusively to 
the consideration of aggressive measures 
of moral and religious work—next to no 
time was given to discussion of creeds and 
theological questions. 
In the spring of 1853, the Association 
met in Nevada City. Of the body there 
were present Revs. J. A. Benton, T. 
Thacher, J. H. W arren, J . G. Hale, W. C. 
Fond, H . Durant, S. V. Blakeslee, T. D. 
H unt. 
Of the Presbytery, there were 
Revs. I. H. Bravton, S. H. W illey, Eli 
Corwin. S. S. Harmon, J . Pierpont, E. B. 
Walsworth, S. B. Bell, J . W. Douglass and 
W. W. Brier. 
A t this meeting a com­ 
mittee from each body presented a joint 
report on the subject of education which 
laid the foundation for the College of Cali­ 
fornia, and in fact for the present Univers­ 
ity of California. 
On all questions of reform, the young 
men of the Association, and they were all 
young excepting F ather Thacher, were no 
conservatives. 
_ As early as November, 1853, in its meet­ 
ing at San Jose, radical ground was taken 
in favor of temperance. 
The report of the 
committee, signed by Pond as Chairman, 
read th u s: 
W hereas. In the opinion of this Association, 
the expediency of a law prohibitory of the sale 
of intoxii a iDg drink has now been conclusively 
proved by experience; there'orc 
Itreolred, That by our influence and efforts we 
will aid to the extent of our power the agitation 
of this community in relation to such a law 
till we have secured i t s place on the statute 
book o f California. 
In April, 1854, it put on record its em­ 
phatic protest against sectarian interfer­ 
ence with common schools, by saying: 
“ T hat we will do all in our po ver as 
citizens to forward the establishment of 
good common schools in our several local­ 
ities, neither assuming ecclesiastical con­ 
trol ourselves nor ]>ermitting others to 
obtain any ecclesiastical control over the 
State school fund, which belongs in com­ 
mon to all hv virtue of their citizenship, 
and to none by virtue of their creed.” 
In October, 1854, the Committee on 
Slavery, etc.—W arren, 
Chairman—gave 
no uncertain sound: W hereas, the great 
question of slavery is engaging the intense 
attention of the churches and people of 
the lan d ; and whereas, we have reason to 
believe th at many are endeavoring to in­ 
volve this State in this stupendous iniqui­ 
ty, resolved that we bear testimony, earnest 
and 
decided, 
against 
this 
evil, 
and 
as Christian ministers shall labor in our 
sphere and to our ability against its en­ 
croachment in our State and land.” 
The Association took steps to form a 


State Home Missionary Society, to aid in 
the Christianization of the Chinese, to se­ 
cure the passage and enforcement of Sun­ 
day laws, the establishment of a depository 
for religious books and literature and the 
success of the church building fund en­ 
terprise. 
And after it had served its day, 
bravely waged a holy war against the evils 
and systems that opposed the Gospel and 
Church of the Lord Jesus Christ, laid 
foundations for institutions that would 
grow and flourish to bless both the Church 
and State; it passed into the wider sphere* 
of the same great kingdom it had striven 
to build up, by transm itting its spirit, 
name and heritage to the General Associa­ 
tion of the Congregational Churches of 
California. 


HOME HINTS. 


One hand in the dongh is worth two feet 
in the dance. 
Matches should always he kept in a 
stone or earthen jar, or in tin. 
To clean piano keys, rub them with a 
little alcohol, applied with a soft rag. 
\Y hy leave stains on cups and saucers 
and other dishes when ashes will remove 
them ? 
To clean tinware, dampen a cloth, dip it 
in soda, rub the ware briskly, after which 
wipe dry. 
Rub new tins all over with lard and heat 
through before using first tim e and they 
will not rust. 
’ 
For coffee stains try putting thick gly­ 
cerine on the wrong side and washing it 
out with lukewarm water. 
Iron rust comes of with lemon juice and 
salt, and the same kind of juice will re­ 
move stains from the hands. 
Lime water is good for chilblains. 
Use 
strong and hot. 
A saturated solution of 
alum in water, used hot, is also a cura­ 
tive. 
To remove grease from garments, dis­ 
solve a tablespoonful of salt in four table­ 
spoonfuls of alcohol, shake well and applv 
with a sponge. 
“ Meat and m irth,” remarked a Scotch 
matron, “ is a’ bairns want till they are 
turned seven.” 
She Is a wise woman in

_ Don’t grease a creaking hinge and stick 
it up with a remedy th at is worse than the 
evil, but put a little graphite or soft lead 
pencil on the place of friction. 
A faded carpet will get a somewhat new 
iuster hy putting a half-tumbler of spirits 
of turpentine in a basin of water and keep­ 
ing the broom wet with it while sweeping. 
In buying a washing machine, always 
take into account the strength of the per­ 
son who is to use it. Some machines cause 
more fatigue than the old way of rubbing. 
Spirits of camphor will remove fruit 
stains of all kinds from white goods if ap­ 
plied before the goods have been wet. 
Wash and boil in the usual manner, and 
you need not look for the stain, for it will 
not be there. 
A polish for delicate cabinet-work can 
he made as follows : H alf a pint of linseed 
oil, half pint of old ale, the w hite of an 
eSK, one ounce spirits of wine, one ounce 
spirits of salts. 
Shake well before using. 
A little to be applied to the face of a soft 
linen pad, and lightly rubbed for a minute 
over the article to he polished. 


S tanton anil Floyd. 
In the October installm ent of the Cen­ 
tury's life of Lincoln is given Secretary 
Stanton’» account of the last time lie saw 
Secretary Floyd, December, 1.860, when 
they were both members of Buchanan’s 
Cabinet. 
The authors of the “ Life ” quote 
in this case from Mr. Nicolay’s own notes 
and Stanton’s statem ent: “ The ultim atum 
presented hy the (South Carolina) Com­ 
missioners was at once made the subject of 
a Cabinet discussion, aud continued in the 
evening of the same day. 
No discision 
was arrived at, and the meetings would be 
without special interest, were it not for 
the report of one of the incidents that 
shows the feeling which divided the presi­ 
dential advisers into two irreconcilable 
factions. 
The scene is given in the lan­ 
guage of one of the participants in the 
evening session of Friday, December 28th, 
who afterward recounted the event in the 
conncil-room of the W hite House itself. 
“ ‘The last I saw of Floyd,’ said Secre­ 
tary Stanton, ‘ was in this room, lying on 
the sofa which then stood between the win­ 
dows yonder. 
I remember it well—it was 
on the night of the 28th of December, 
1860. 
We had had high words and had 
almost come to blows, in our discussion 
over Fort Sumter. 
Thompson was here 
—Thompson was a plausible talker, and 
as a last resort, having been driven from 
every other argument, 
advocated 
the 
evacuation of the fort on the plea of gen­ 
erosity. 
South Carolina, he said, was but 
a small State with a sparse white popula­ 
tion—we were a great and powerful people 
and a strong, vigorous Government. 
W e 
could afford to say to South Carolina, “See, 
we will withdraw our garrison as an evi­ 
dence th at we mean you no harm.” ’ 
“Stanton replied to him, ‘Mr. President, 
the proposal to be generous implies that 
the Government is strong, and that we as 
the public servants have the confidence of 
the people. 
I think that, is a mistake. 
No administration has ever suffered the 
loss of public continence and support as 
this has done. 
Only the other day it was 
announced that a "million of dollars had 
been stolen from Mr. Thompson’s depart­ 
ment. 
The bonds were found to have 
been taken from the vault where they 
should have been kept, and the notes of 
Mr. Floyd were substituted for them. Now 
it is proposed to give up Sumter. 
All I 
have to sav is, that no administration, 
much less this one, can afford to lose a 
million of money and a fort in the same 
week. 
Floyd remained silent and did not 
reappear in that chamber.’ 
“The Cabinet was again convened on 
the evening of Saturday, December 29th; 
hut when it met, there was one vacant seat 
at the council-board. 
During th at day, 
Floyd sent in his formal resignation, com­ 
plaining that lie had been subjected ‘to a 
violation of solemn pledges and plighted 
faith.’ 
The resignation was duly accepted 
on the following Monday, and the War 
Department placed provisionally under the 
charge of Postmaster-General H olt.”

D an gers o f D am p Cellar». 
The importance of having dry cellars 
cannot Ire too strongly urged upon the peo­ 
ple. 
We recently visited an afflicted fam­ 
ily at l’hienix Park, near Pottsville, Pa., 
wnere five members of the family were ill 
with a typhoid disease, and two’liad died, 
making seven cases in all. 
We made a 
verv thorough examination of this house, 
had the drinking water analyzed, and were 
forced by conclusion that the sickness in 
this ease was caused by a damp cellar. 
A 
stream from a worked-out mine kept the 
locality marshy and the cellar wet. 
To 
obviate this a drain had been run from the 
cellar to a neighboring creek. 
This drain 
had been stopped, and some inches of wa­ 
ter had accumulated in the cellar. 
H ad 
this family known that dynamite was in 
the cellar they would not have slept easily 
until it was removed, hut with this insid­ 
ious foe to life aud health, they ate and 
slept contentedly, until the favorite child, 
a lxiy of 11, was taken ill and died. Then, 
suspecting this damp cellar, the drain was 
cleaned out, hut it was too late, the mis 
chief was done, the family was infected 
aud all of the children liad the disease. As 
I looked at the bereaved and saddened 
mother I could but pity her want of knowl­ 
edge that had brought such affliction. 1 he 
doctor could not cure, hut the parents 
could have prevented. 
Do not live in a 
damp cellar an hour.— Annals of Hygiene. 


C a sto r-O il as a L c b ric a n t.—A cor­ 
respondent of the English Mechanic writes 
as follows in a recent issue : “ The Asiatic 
wire-drawers have very long ago used this 
oil in preference to any other kind. Their 
dexterity is 
surprising; 
wire for the 
Trichinopoly chains of gold and silver be­ 
ing like hair, and every good workman 
draws his own. 
A man made me a plate 
for the fine gauges from a flat rasp of Eng­ 
lish steel, which I still possess. 
H e drew 
copper, zinc and brass equally well. 
This 
oil, being one of the cheapest in India, is 
used to soften harsh leather shoes and 
ropes. 
The fiesh leaves of the castor-oil 
tree, too, are gathered, bruised and rubbed 
in the hand, then stuffed tightly into stiff 
European boots, male or female, and so re­ 
main all n ig h t; the leather then becomes 
quite supple. 
For feeding large drills I 
like this oil mixed with soft soap.”

THE PHYLLOXERA PEST. 
A Feasant’» Simple Remeily and Its R e­ 
sults. 
“ A simple remedy for phylloxera has 
been discovered, which, if it works in Cal­ 
ifornia, will l>e worth millions in this 
State,” said Signor Hondero, Secretary of 
the Italian Merchants' Exchange, to an A>- 
aminer representative yesterday. The gen­ 
tleman then continued : “ The remedy is 
as inexpensive as it is simple, and, in fact, 
there is prolit in its application in a double 
sense. It was discovered by an humble 
Turkish farmer, who bad a small vineyard 
on his place. The phylloxera had badly 
destroyed his vines, so as to make them af- 
most unproductive, nnd lor economy, and 
to make the land lemunerative in some 
way, he planted sorghum adjacent to the 
vines. 
“ After a time, to his astonishment, he 
found the vines reviving, and they soon 
commenced to bear excellently, while the 
sorghum seemed to be afflicted with phyl­ 
loxera. 
Upon investigation the farmer 
found that the destructive plant-louse had 
deserted the vines for the sorghum, because 
the latter contains more saccharine matter, 
and sweet of this kind is the very life of 
the phylloxera.” 
“ Where did you procure your informa­ 
tion, and has the experiment been success­ 
fully tried elsewhere?” asked the Examiner 
inquirer. 
“ The facts,” responded Signor Dondaro, 
” I have procured irom the liollcttinu Men- 
sile, the monthly official journal of the 
Italian Merchants' Exchange of Constanti­ 
nople. They will be republished in full in 
our own monthly journal, but in the issue 
which appears to-day I have, for want of 
time, mere alluded to this most simple and 
invaluable discovery. 
“As to the remedy being tried elsewhere, 
it has been successfully adopted bv the 
peasants of Turkey, Croatia, Dalmatia and 
Eastern Italy. I remember w hen I was a 
boy in my native land that ourselves and 
our neighbors, for the sake of economy, 
always planted sugar-cane or sorghum ail- 
jacent to our tines, and in those days the 
phylloxera never attacked the latter. 
Planting sorghum among the vines after­ 
ward went out of custom, and now Italy is 
as much affected with the vine pest as any 
other country. In fact, all the vine-bearing 
regions of Europe sutler enormously from 
the destructive effect of the plant-louse. Its 
ravages in France have been so great that 
the Government of that country has a 
standing reward of 300.000 francs' for any 
party or parties who discover a simple anil 
inexpensive cure for phylloxera. 
“It seems to me that the Turkish peasant 
alluded to may be honestly entitled to that 
reward. His discovery has attracted the 
especial attention of all the European jour­ 
nals devoted to viticulture, aud lengthy 
articles on the subject appear in a number 
of Italian journals of commerce, as you see 
by the copies before you.” 
The experiment of planting sugar-cane 
or sorghum among vines will certainly be 
tried by Italian vineyardists in this State, 
and by others. If the simple experiment 
proves a success here, as it lias elsewhere, 
California viticulturists may weli be glad 
at having at last triumphed over their 
greatest and most destructive enemy. 
Clarence J. Wetmore, Secretary" of the 
State Viticultural Commission, said yester­ 
day, when a repurter called on him to in­ 
quire what he thought of the remedy, that 
he did not have full confidence in it. 
“ Every day we have people call here,” 
said he, “ witii infallible remedies for tlie 
phylloxera. During the several years that 
I have been connected wiili the Commis­ 
sion, we have tried scores of theD-, at a cost 
of many hundreds of dollars, and all to no 
purpose. The last remedy proposed was 
quicksilver. The whole world has for sev­ 
eral years past been trying to find a sure 
remedy, and thus far has tailed. 
“ I am of the opinion that the sugar cane 
remedy would not work, for this reason : 
Cane dies the first year, aud if the phyl­ 
loxera had deserted the roots of the vine 
for the cane, which tq.me is improbable, 
Íhíy would return again. I’ 
1 do not 
understand it to be true, as Signor Donuéro 
states, that the sugar attracts the phyllox­ 
era. There is no sugar in the roots of the 
grapevine, which they infest. 
“ As to Mr. Dondero’s statement that he 
remembers in his youth how vines planted 
contiguous to cane were free from the pest, 
that is very likely. It is only about twenty 
years since phylloxera came' to the front, 
and Signor Dondero’s experience, it would 
seem, antedates this."—.S. F. Examiner.

O raujtes and Flowers Among the Rum ­ 
bar—An Astonished M issourian. 
A man from Missouri, who called at the 
State Hoard of Trade headquarters a day or 
so ago, says the San Francisco Bulletin, 
would .scarcely credit the statement that 
six smooth-skinned oranges on a glossy- 
leafed branch in the Oroville display were 
really raised in the section designated. 
That there is a northern citrus bell, and 
that oranges and lemons may be raised 
elsewhere in California than in the south­ 
ern counties, was to the strauger-visitor a 
revelation. 
Although the new rooms of the Board 
are not yet in order, visitors come there 
daily and examine carefully the exhibits 
in placp. Shelves and tables are being 
maue, on which Hie products of different 
sectii,ns may be shown to good advantage. 
Napa and Stanislaus counties, and other 
sections already affiliated with the Board, 
have yet no exhibitions. Among the visit­ 
ors to-day were parties from Princeton, 
Mo.: Portland. Me., and Denver. The 
bright, fresh flowers, chrysanthemums and 
roses, cbielly sent by ladies of Alameda and 
Sama Cruz, catch the eyes of all strangers. 
That they grow out of doors all winter is 
one of the best immigration arguments that 
can be advanced. Twice a week ladies of 
Santa Cruz are going to send to the head­ 
quarters a box of fresh cut flowers, to be 
placed in vases in the exhibit of Santa Cruz 
county. 
^ Several ladies from T.odi—members of 
the Ladies’ Improvement Committee of 
San Joaquin—have arranged for a Lodi 
exhibit in the San Joaquin display, and 
have promised to have it in shape soon. 
Secretary Davies and Manager Brown 
sent out to-dav the various invitations au­ 
thorized at the meeting of the Board, 
among others one to Senator Stanford, who 
will address the Board at the meeting next 
Tuesday afternoon. 
It is the feeling that the proposition to 
admit real estate dealers to membership, 
brought up at Tuesday's meeting, will be 
decided adversely to the dealers.

Fastejt Trains. 
It is commonly s ipposed in this country 
that in England sbity miles an hour is not 
uncommon time for railroad trains. While 
this rate of speed may be often attained 
between stations, ii does not hold for long 
distances. Great Northern trains make 
the distance of 39< miles from London to 
Edinburgh, via Ytrk, in 9 hours, the aver­ 
age speed lieing 44.] miles ;in hour. From 
Euston Square *!* distance is 401 miles, 
and Lor.aon and Northwestern trains 
E'.ako the time i i 10 hours, or 40.1 miles 
per hour. The fistest train on tlie Great 
Northern makes tlie trip to Leeds from 
London at an ave.-age speed of 45.4 miles 
an hour. The Grsit Northern trains from 
London to York make 1SS miles at 48 
miles an hour, an .1 at least one train runs 
to Peterboro at 51 miles an hour. The 
run from London to Grantham has been 
made repeatedly at 51 miles an hour. 
The Flying Dutchman, broad gauge, is 
the fastest train in tlie world, making the 
run to Swindon nt -uU miles an hour. On 
one occasion the 'distance of 15 miles was 
run in 12 minutes, or 75 miles an hour. 
In this country Jumbo, one of tlie Penn­ 
sylvania Railroad locomotives, drew a 
train from Philadelphia to Jersey City, 90 
miles in .80 minutes.
